CALGARY, ALBERTA, MARCH 13fh, 1940 

A Special Session of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, was convened by authority of its Advisory 
Board and was held in the evening of Wednesday, March 13th, 1940, 
in the Odd Fellows Temple, located at the corner of Centre Street and 
Sixth Avenue, in the City of Calgary, Alberta. The meeting was 
formally opened at the hour of 7.30 o'clock p.m., the Grand Master 
presiding; and the officers present to respond to Roll Call were:

Because of the absence of the Grand Conductor, Brother P T. 
Jacobson, the Grand Master appointed Brother E. L. Parson, of 
Samaritan Lodge No. 91, to the office for the Special Session; and be¬ 
cause of the absence of the Grand Guardian, Brother G. L. Gothard, 
the Grand Master appointed Brother O. S. Martin, P.G.M., to the 
office for the Special Meeting. 

The Grand Secretary reported that a quorum was present. 

The Grand Secretary read a copy of the notice by which the 
Special Meeting was called in whicn were set forth the purposes of 
the same, namely: To receive and refer to the appropriate committee 
the credentials then on hand of Past Grands seeking to obtain the 
Grand Lodge Degree and the Past Grand’s Degree, and to receive and 
dispose of the report of the said Committee thereon; to confer the 
aforesaid Degrees; to receive and refer to the Committee on Distri¬ 
bution the printed reports and supplementary reports of the officers, 
and to receive and dispose of the report of the said Committee 
thereon. 

The Grand Secretary presented credentials of a number of Past 
Grands who were reported to be in waiting. The Grand Master 
named Brother Ballentine, Grand Secretary, Brother W. J. Hunting- 
ford and Brother C. E. Todd to be a Committee on Credentials, and 
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referred the aforesaid credentials to this Committee. After examin¬ 
ing the credentials and ascertaining f hat the holders were in waiting, 
the Committee on Credentials submitted the following report, which 
was adopted; 

We, your Committee on Credentials, beg to report that we have 
examined the credentials of the Past Grands herein named and, find¬ 
ing the said credentials in order, we recommend that the Grand

Report of the Grand Master 

Edmonton, Alberta, January 12th, 1940. 

To the Officers and Members of the 

Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: 

In conformity with provisions set out for our government, it be¬ 
comes my duty, at the close of the year, to submit to your honorable 
body, for perusal and consideration the report of activities of your 
Grand Master during the term. While I have given quite freely of 
the time and ability that has been at my disposal, I may have fallen 
far short of your expectation, and may not have accomplished very 
great things. For these conditions, I may say, there is no one more 
disappointed than I am; circumstances sometimes prevent desires 
from becoming accomplished facts, and I am therefore asking you 
to judge with candor and reprimand with mercy. 

I want, too, at this time, although I realize that words will fail 
me, to adequately express my very deep and sincere appreciation for 
the increased and continued confidence reposed in me, when you 
elevated me to the highest position that is at your disposal to be¬ 
stow in this great and noble organization. Along with this trust 
go great honors, privileges and opportunities; I have received the 
honors and privileges with gratitude, and have made such use of the 
opportunities as I have been able, at the time, to understand. 

STATE OF THE ORDER 

I regret that at the completion of this report I have no definite 
information as to the numerical standing of the Order in this 
jurisdiction, and as this will be found in the Grand Secretary’s report 
I shall therefore content myself with recording conditions as appar¬ 
ent from observations. It has been my privilege, during the visita¬ 
tions to the various Lodges, to learn of quite a substantial increase 
in membership, and while this is both pleasing and essential, the 
most important part is that the Grim Reaper has been kind during 
this year, so that the natural reductions will, from this cause, be 
small The suspensions from the Order, for non-payment of dues, 
seem to have subsided, and I am looking toward the future with 
confidence. 

While the above are facts, they do not tell all of the story; and 
I may be pardoned for recording here other conditions apparent 
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under similar circumstances but in different Lodges and localities. si( 
All the Lodges are not, in any particular, adding to their numbers, irr 
and I feel justified in saying this condition is the direct result of the 
apathy within the Lodge members, definite lack of appreciation of 
trusts ar.d obligations, as well as lack of enthusiasm and a will to do, 
in order to advance the work of Odd Fellowship. We have, in some 
cases, lost most valued members in order that they may do other pj 
things, that to them seem of greater importance, and I, for one, do 
not in any degree condemn them for this attitude, although a distinct 
loss to our organization and, while other organizations have gained 
by our loss, the members having been imbued with the principles of 
Odd Fellowship will always be an added quality. After having ob¬ 
served and realizing the above-mentioned condition in all of its 
forms, I have come to the conclusion that unless and until we, as 
members of this Order, and in unison, are prepared to devote our¬ 
selves with more enthusiasm to the work and stand prepared to make 
greater sacrifice both in time and in kind, as well as means, we can¬ 
not, with justification, look for very great accomplishments. There¬ 
fore, the need of the hour is for each and every one, according to 
his ability to devote with diligence and enthusiasm such portion of 
his time and ability as may lay within the sphere of his activities, in 
order that the mission of Odd Fellowship be spread to all worthy of 
our trust. 

DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 

One of my first duties was to appoint a District Deputy Grand 
Master in each District, and I was guided in this respect by the 
choice of the members comprising the Districts, who were in every 
case better acquainted with the Brothers selected for this position 
than could be possible for me to be, and I feel justified in saying 
with all due respect that in the majority of the appointments they 
have served the Districts well and have proven worthy of the honor. 
These conditions are pleasing to note; and I am very grateful to the 
Brothers who did that which, in their judgment, was to be in the in¬ 
terest and for the welfare of the Lodges and the Districts. There 
are also those who seem to have lost entirely the intent of their posi¬ 
tion; and I have experienced that to get a word of any kind from 
them is impossible. This is regrettable, although I have, in some a 
instances, laid the blame at the door of lack of understanding, rather a 
than to indifference. It is nevertheless a state of affairs that should 
be rectified; and I think if we but take steps in certain directions we 
shall, to a great degree, overcome some of these difficulties. r 

Aftr considering with due respect as to the quality and ability ^ 

of the material for D.D.G. Masters in each District, I am definitely f 

of the opinion that we have too many Districts. We are also, in some { 

instances, a little too generous when dealing with the expense of Dele¬ 
gates. The Districts should, in this regard, use sound judgment. 
Further, there is not enough consideration given to the D.D.G.M. on 
account of the District being too small and often finances do not 
permit the presenting of a jewel as a merit mark to the outgoing i 

D.D.G.M. This should be attended to according to merits. In case f 

the D.D.G.M’s duties are not properly performed I feel no such con- < 
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sideration as a jewel should be given. This, I think, would tend to 
improve the respect for the office and also tend to increase efficiency. 

DISTRICTS 

I should like to present for consideration the readjustment of 
Districts as follows: 

District No. 1—Lodges Nos. 3, 37, 69, 80, 90, 102, 128 and 150. 

District No. 2—Lodges Nos. 2, 53, 71, 72, 91, 127 and 154. 

District No. 3—Would for the present include Lodges Nos. 20, 36, 
60, *68 and 118. I may say this District, if need be, would 
get some consideration from members of Districts Nos. 2 and 
4. 

District No. 4—Lodges Nos. 4, 13, 21, 23, 27, 103 and 106. 

District No. 5—Lodges Nos. 1, 17, 39, 46, 81, 38, 48, 59, 89, 110 

and 144. This may be considered to be too large a District, 
as well as comprising too many Lodges; but I feel that un¬ 
less something is done about the weaker Lodges, and that 
we do something to stimulate the interest by assistance from 
the City Lodges, in order to increase the fraternal relation¬ 
ship which is the life of any organization, we shall lose out. 

District No. 6—Lodges Nos. 42, 50, 57, 65, 84, 99, 111 and 112. 

District No. 7—Lodges Nos. 6, 11, 12, 16, 31 and 98. 

District No. 8—Lodges Nos. 24, 32, 61, 117, 119, 125, 131 and 150. 

District No. 9—Lodges Nos. 64, 76, 100, 121, 129 and 139. 

District No. 10—Lodges Nos. 45, 56, 75 and 93. 

District No. 1)1—Lodges Nos. 14, 49, 63, 74 and 153. 

District No. 12—Lodges Nos. 7, 8, 30, 41, 47, 97 and 145. 

District No. 13—Lodges Nos. 92, 138, 148 and 149. 

District No. 14—Lodges Nos. 135, 136 and 141. 

I feel that the Brothers of Edmonton Lodges are willing to assist 
any District within reasonable travelling distance to the best of their 
ability. 

These recommendations may, at the outset, seem a little opti¬ 
mistic, but upon perusal will be found to be in the best interests of the 
Order. I am satisfied the conditions are vastly different at this 
day compared with when the Districts of this Grand Lodge were 
formed, and due consideration ought to be given to the mode of trav¬ 
elling and other conditions. 


CHARTERS 

There have been no requests for new Charters during the term, 
and while some information has bean sought with regard to procedure 
for consolidation of Subordinate Lodges, we have had no request to 
sanction any such consolidation. 
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While the reclaiming of a Charter is not one of the pleasant 
duties that the Grand Master performs, yet it is one of the things 
that ought to be attended to when conditions appear to be such as to 
warrant this action. I may say it is my opinion that when a Lodge 
reaches the state when no meetings are held and no other matter 
attended to as a Lodge, the proper thing for the Grand Master or 
Grand Lodge to do is to have the Charter reclaimed. 

In accordance with the above I did, on June 25th, reclaim the 
Charter, books and papers of Taber Lodge No. 25, located at Taber, 
Alberta; and on July 15th, I instructed Brother M. S. Saunders 
P.G.M. (who worked in conjunction with Brothers E. G. McPherson, 
P.G.M., and E. L. Parson, D.D.G.M. of District No. 8) to reclaim the 
Charter and belongings of Little Bow Lodge No 51, located at Car- 
mangay. 

REBEKAH BRANCH 

It is indeed pleasant to report that the most, cordial and sympa¬ 
thetic relations have existed between the Officers of the Rebekah 
Assembly and the Grand Master throughout the year. The President, 
particularly has been greatly concerned, and has very conscientiously 
attended to her duties, never having lost an opportunity to do a 
kindly act or failed to use the proper words. Sister President and 
Officers of the Rebekah Assembly, I thank you. 

By advice of the President, Sister Webb, I reclaimed the Charter, 
books and paraphernalia of Argyle Rebekah Lodge No. 108, located 
at Granum, Alberta, all efforts to revive the interest in this Lodge 
having failed. 


COMMITTEES 

By instructions of the Grand Lodge at the Sessions held in the 
City of Medicine Hat, several committees have been appointed 
through the office of the Grand Secretary and a report from each of 
these will no doubt be forthcoming at the session to be held in March. 

FRATERNAL DELEGATES 

It afforded me great pleasure to appoint Brother G. E. Clarke, 
Deputy Grand Master, as Fraternal Delegate to the Grand Lodge 
Sessions of British Columbia. A report from Brother Clarke no 
doubt will appear elsewhere in this Journal. My thanks are hereby 
tendered to our Deputy Grand Master for his time and attention to 
this matter. 

It was my privilege to visit the Sessions of the Grand Lodge of 
Saskatchewan at Saskatoon, Sask., as well as the Sessions of the 
Grand Lodge of Montana at Red Lodge, Montana. These meetings 
were of great interest and of material assistance to me. While 
nothing transpired that is of any particular interest to this Juris¬ 
diction, except the progress or failure that might be theirs and in 
some respect differ from our own, I did, however, gain information 
and experience which I will, at the proper time, reveal and make 
certain recommendations resulting from this experience. 
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I shall always cherish the memories of meeting with and making 
so many new friends. And, on behalf of Mrs. Sorenson and myself, 
I would like to record here, and by this means herewith express our 
sincere and cordial thanks to all those who made our visit and stay 
in their midst and cities so pleasant and agreeable. 

CONFERENCES 

A Conference, comprising the officers and members of all 
branches of the Order, was held in Edmonton on November 1. In 
attendance was the Deputy Grand Sire, Brother James A. Hagerman, 
of Saskatoon, Sask. Valuable information was obtained and a 
general discussion, in which ways and means were dealt with, was 
profitable. A very comprehensive program of the Grand Sire was 
presented in verbal form by Brother Hagerman and considered with 
a resolve to enthusiastically promote the welfare of the Order. 

DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 

Etzikom Lodge No. 128—To hold a picnic. 

Donalda Lodge No. 150—To install a Third Degree Member as 
Noble Grand, all qualified members having declined the nomination. 

Friendship Lodge No. 7—To remove Charter and Regalia to 
lodge room of Namayo Lodge No. 47 for the purpose of joint installa¬ 
tion of officers. 

Norwood Lodge No. 41—To remove Charter and Regalia to lodge 
room of Namayo Lodge No. 47 for the purpose of joint installation 
of officers. 

Crescent Lodge No. 81—To remove Charter and Regalia to 
MacCosham’s Storage Building for two months during alteration of 
their premises. 

Minburn Lodge Nc. 74—To install a Third Degree Member as 
Noble Grand, all qualified members having declined the nomination. 

Waskatenau Lodge No. 153—To remove Charter and Regalia 
from the present meeting place to new premises—the Waskatenau 
Co-operative Hall. 

The above Dispensations were granted upon the usual conditions, 
after good and sufficient reasons having been presented to me. 

DECISIONS 

From Mountain View Lodge No. 4. 

Question: Can we transfer the sum of $14,366.56 from the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund to the General Fund? 

Answer: No. Reference Sections 68, 69, 70, Constitution for 
Subordinate Lodges. 
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Explanation—According to information contained in your letter, 
the above amount represents all of the money to the credit of the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund. 

Question: Can we transfer all money over and above the sum of 
$15.00 per member, now in the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, to the 
General Fund? 

Answer: Yes, provided it is deemed advisable. Reference Section. 
69, Constitution for Subordinate Lodges. 

Question: Is it permissible to confer in any Lodge other than the 
one the application has been accepted in? 

Answer: Yes, provided the provisions as contained in Chapter 4, 
Section 219, and in Chapter 8, Section 536 Code of General Laws, 
1932, are complied with. 

Question: Is it permissible to hold an open air initiation ? 

Answer: I can find no rules or regulations in the Code of Laws 
of our Order governing an open air initiation. 

From the D.D.G. Master of District No. 28. 

Question: Is it permissible to hold installation of officers on 
June 21, the last meeting in the term? 

Answer: No. Reference Chapter 3, Section 783, Code of General 
Laws, 1932. 

Question: Can the installation of officers be held over until the 
first meeting in September? 

Answer: No. Reference Section 57, Constitution for Subordinate 
Lodges. 

From Edmonton Lodge No. 30. 

Question: The Lodge has found that, on the death of the late 
Brother H. B. Speer, there was unpaid sick benefits still to be paid to 
him. The funeral expense has been paid. The only living relatives 
are a daughter and a son, both of them married, who were not de¬ 
pendent on the late Brother Spear for their livelihood. To whom 
should Sick Benefits be paid ? 

Answer: All unpaid Sick Benefits with the exception of those for 
the week in which Brother Speer died, should be paid to the estate 
of the late Brother. Unpaid Sick Benefits for the week in which 
Brother Speer died should revert to the General Fund of your Lodge. 
References Section 1 (c) and Section 40, Code of General Laws. 

Explanation: The unpaid Sick Benefits should not have been al¬ 
lowed to accumulate, as apparently has been the case. If this pro¬ 
cedure had been followed the only Sick Benefits about which there 
might be any dispute would be those for the week in which Brother 
Speer died. 
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From Winnifred Lodge No. 67. 

Question: What would be the proper procedure to take in order 
to transfer a member to the Non-Contributing Membership roll ? 

Answer: Beg to refer you to the Constitution for Subordinate 
Lodges, Article 85, Subsection D, which may be found printed in the 
Grand Lodge Journal of Proceedings for 1939, pages 142 and 143. 

From Medicine Hat Lodge No. 3. 

Question: Is it necessary for a Brother of this Lodge to have the 
Current Term Pass-Word to enable him to sit in Lodge? 

Answer: No. I can find no regulation which can be construed 
to mean that a Brother must have the Current Term Pass-Word to 
sit in his own Lodge.

No meetings of the Advisory Board were called during the recess 
of Grand Lodge, but several items of importance were dealt with by 
correspondence. In this manner the amount allocated in the budget 
for Advisory Board expense was saved. 

ALBERTA ODDFELLOWS TEMPLE LIMITED 

In accordance with legislation of this Grand Body, your Grand 
Master was duly elected to the Board of Directors of the Alberta 
Oddfellows Temple Limited. I have attended the majority of meet¬ 
ings without any extra expense to this Grand Lodge. 

LETTERS AND CORRESPONDENCE 

Your Grand Master issued several letters through the Office of 
the Grand Secretary, to the Subordinate Lodges, as well as to the 
D.D.G.M’s. They also appeared in the “Alberta Odd Fellow”. I am 
exceedingly grateful to our Grand Secretary for his assistance and 
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the promptness which he displayed in attending- to this matter. Be¬ 
lieving it to be of sufficient interest and value, I hope to see the text 
of these letters in the Journal of Proceedings, in order that as many 
as possible may see and read of our activities; otherwise, an oppor¬ 
tunity may be lost to impress the urgency for the exemplification of 
the principles for which our Order stands. The correspondence has 
been quite heavy and I have, to the best of my ability, answered all 
as promptly as conditions would permit. 

FRATERNAL, PUBLICATIONS 

“The Alberta Odd Fellow” has been of great assistance to the 
Order in this Jurisdiction, as well as it is the official organ of the 
Jurisdiction of Saskatchewan. I know of no greater assistance to 
the individual who desires to know how we are performing our 
duties as Odd Fellows and Rebekahs than to wholeheartedly support 
this paper. It has been, is now and, I hope, will be more so, the 
means of intimate relationship and definite contact between the in¬ 
dividual member and the officers throughout this continent. I do 
wish it were possible that this plea would reach the heart and soul 
of every member in this Jurisdiction to the extent that they would 
become subscribers to this fraternal paper of ours, and that each 
Lodge would see to it that the activities of their Lodge be promptly 
and expeditiously sent to the Editor for each month’s issue. This 
would be the greatest stimulant to an apathetic membership, as 
“Thought, once awakened, does not again slumber”. 

SPECIAL DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 

I am wholeheartedly in accord with the idea of appointing some 
of our Past Grand Masters and Officers of Grand Lodge to assist in 
the visitation of Subordinate Lodges, in order that as many as poss¬ 
ible may receive a visit during the year. 1 therefore selected from 
among our Past Grand Masters those most convenient to the Districts 
which, in my judgment, could be best served by them and set out in 
each case in the commission. I hope to have a complete report of 
visits made at the end of my term as Grand Master. Following are 
the names and homes of each. Past Grand Masters Brother J. H. 
Ross, Brother M S. Saunders and Brother C. A. Davis, all of Cal¬ 
gary; Brother Bruce Morden, of Lethbridge; Brother E. G. MacPher- 
son, of Vulcan; Brother P. C. Haymes, of Halkirk; Brother J. H. 
Walmsley, of Lougheed. 

The following appointed officers were issued with special com¬ 
missions: Rev. I. N. Hughson, of Hardisty, Grand Chaplain, and 
Brother E. G. Ellerton, of Medicine Hat, Grand Guardian. Upon 
removal of Brother Ellerton from his^Distnct to Edmonton, I ap¬ 
pointed Brother E. L. Cope, P.G.M , of Medicine Hat. I am satisfied 
they severally performed the duties assigned to them both zealously 
and diligently in the interest of Odd Fellowship. 

I also appointed Brother W. A. Webb, P.G., to represent the 
Grand Master at the Lodges in the Peace River District. I am more 
than thankful to Brother Webb for his services and report, knowing 
the difficulties he encountered in travelling through this section of 
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our Jurisdiction at that particular 3eason of the year. According 
to Brother Webb’s report, Prairie City Lodge No. 135 appears in a 
healthy state at the present time and the same may be said for Spirit 
River Lodge No. 136. The report from Peace River Lodge No. 141 
is not so encouraging and I hope to have a further report from this 
Lodge for my Supplementary Report. 

I know the Grand Lodge joins me in extending to each of these 
Brothers a very sincere appreciation for their untiring efforts in the 
interest and promotion of the work for the welfare of the Lodges 
and the members thereof, and it is with gratitude that I express these 
sentiments.

JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS, 1940 


•September 13th—Left home by motor car to attend the Sessions of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge at Minneapolis Minn., having been 
elected to represent this Jurisdiction, the regular representative, 
Brother J. H. Ross, P.G.M., having resigned. While this gave 
me a splendid opportunity and a real pleasure I was sorry that 
Brother Ross was unable to attend. 

'October was quite a busy month. Made two trips to Wetaskiwin 
and attended District Meeting of Rebekah District No. 2, a very rep¬ 
resentative meeting, many past and present officers of all the 
branches attending. We owe a deot of gratitude for the work the 
Rebekahs are doing in this as well as other Jurisdictions in the pro¬ 
motion and welfare of the Order. Sister Barker D.D.P., very capably 
conducted this meeting, which was both educational and instructive. 

Attended another meeting of Edmonton Lodge No. 30, when the 
Second Degree was conferred on three candidates, two being from 
Lamont Lodge No. 78. 

Attended a meeting of Lamont Lodge and witnessed the First 
and Second Degree conferred on four candidates, two from Waskat- 
enau Lodge No. 353 and two of Lamont Lodge No. 78. I had the 
pleasure on this occasion to have the company of Brother Ellerton, 
Grand Guardian, who rendered quite a contribution to the program, 
and also Brothers Martin and McCailum, Past Grand Masters, and 
Brother Neumann, P.D.C. 

October 26th—Attended District Meeting of District No. 28, held 
under the auspices of Edmonton Lodge No. 30. 

October 30th—Attended District Meeting of District No. 29, under 
the auspices of Namayo Lodge No. 47. The D.D.G.M’s of each 
District respectively conducted the meetings. 

November 6th—Attended Ponoka Lodge No. 11—a very interesting 
meeting. Under “Good and Welfare” the District Meeting of 
District No. 26 was held and a very instructive program had been 
arranged by the members of No. 11. This District is composed 
of a very energetic lot of Odd Fellows and no opportunity for the 
good of their members and the Lodges is lost. 

November 20th—Attended Magnet Lodge No. 12, at Lacombe. This 
Lodge also entertained the members of District No. 20. The 
District Meeting was held under the order of “Good and Welfare” 
and was conducted by Brother Todd in the absence of the 
D.D.G.M., Brother Reeves. 

November 23rd—Attended a very representative meeting of Bowden 
Lodge No. 31. This was a very special occasion, both to Bow¬ 
den Lodge as well as to those who had the privilege of attending. 
The occasion was to celebrate the presentation to Brother Morfit, 
a member of Bowden Lodge, of a 50-year jewel. Few indeed ever 
reach this distinction. I might mention that Brother Morfit is 
a worthy recipient of this distinguished honor. A special invita¬ 
tion had been extended to Brother Davis, P.G.M., G.R., for this 
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occasion, in recognition of assistance that he had rendered this 
Lodge and made so many real friends during his term of officer 
of this Grand Lodge. It was he, on behalf of Bowden Lodge, 
who pinned the 50-year jewel on the breast of this worthy 
Brother, while the pleasure of presenting Brother Morfit with an 
easy chair, from friends, was extended to the Grand Master. 
This presentation from the friends was accompanied by a wish 
that when the day’s work was done, he might rest in comfort 
until time to go to Lodge. The meeting was followed by a con¬ 
cert and a sumptuous banquet, attended by about 90 Odd Fellows 
and Rebekahs, who came from as far as Edmonton and Calgary. 

November 24th—Attended an afternoon meeting at Milo Lodge No.

Grand Marshal, Brother McDonald; D.D.G.M. of District No. 8, 
Brother Parson, and Brother S. G. McPherson, P.G.M. This 
Lodge has experienced quite a trying time during the drought 
season and it will require a lot of faith and enthusiasm, in addi¬ 
tion to hard work, to bring this Lodge back to the status it held 
four or five years ago. Brother McPherson and Brother Parson 
have done a lot of valuable work in the whole of this District 
and a lot of praise is due these Brothers for the untiring efforts 
to straighten out some of the difficulties. I am in receipt of a 
letter from the D.D.G.M., intimating that Milo Lodge is back at 
work with two applications for membership for 1940, indicating 
there is definitely need for a Lodge at this point. I am pleased 
to report the meeting in the afternoon helped to clear the way 
for renewed action by this Lodge. 

November 24th—In the evening, went to Lethbridge and attended a 
meeting of Lethbridge Lodge No. 2—a large attendance and an 
interesting meeting. This is one of the best situated Lodges in 
the Jurisdiction and is constantly on the march. The members 
are interesting themselves in the promotion and welfare of true 
citizenship and are taking advantage of every opportunity to do 
a good deed. A program for a Christmas party was discussed, 
when intimation was made that they prepare for 200 children— 
quite an undertaking in itself. 

November 25th—Travelled to Macleod, met and talked with a number 
of the Brothers, then drove to Granum, where a meeting had 
been arranged for eight o’clock. Unity Lodge No. 28, Granum, 
is another Lodge that has experienced a lot of adverse condi¬ 
tions, but the spirit of enthusiasm apparent that evening indi¬ 
cated that the members remaining are determined to carry on. 
Temporary officers were elected and we left Granum in high 
hopes of hearing more from these Brothers. 

November 27th—Attended a special meeting of Minbum Lodge No. 
74, during which the meeting of District No. 27 was held. Bro¬ 
ther Warren, D.D.G.M., conducted the meeting and a lot of in¬ 
teresting matter was dealt with. A discussion on enlargement 
of Districts was held and the unanimous opinion expressed that 
to isolate one or two Lodges into Districts is suicidal policy. 
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December 11th—Visited Edson Lodge No. 92. This was a special 
meeting of Edson Lodge called to accomodate the Grand Master, 
and I feel thankful for the consideration. This was the third 
time that arrangements had been made that I should visit Edson 
Lodge as an officer of the Grand Lodge. A real hearty welcome 
was extended to the visitors on this occasion, with Jasper Lodge 
paying a fraternal visit in company with Brother Clarke, D.G.M., 
a member of this Lodge. The Initiatory Degree was conferred 
under the direction of Brother Clarke, the Brothers from Jasper 
Lodge doing the work. This was creditably performed and a 
good impression left with the candidate. This Lodge is in good 
financial condition and composed of Brothers with clear vision, 
who realize what it takes to be a good Odd Fellow and also 
understand the workings of a Lodge. It was a real pleasure to 
have the company of our Deputy Grand Master who, in eloquent 
terms expressed his thoughts to his audience. Brother Martin, 
P.G.M., also made an impressive contribution on this occasion. 
I am confident the future has only good things for this Lodge, 
and now that we have an all-weather road from Edmonton, some 
assistance may be rendered if need be. 

December 18th—Visited Fort Lodge No. 14. This is not a big Lodge 
but rich in what it takes to make real Odd Fellows, and is doing 
a noble job in carrying on the work. The Brothers of this Lodge 
are entitled to the appreciation of this Grand Lodge for continu¬ 
ing as they do in the work of our Order, under sometimes stren¬ 
uous circumstances. 

The above will indicate, to a degree, the visits of your Grand 
Master during 1939. I have as far as possible refrained from re¬ 
cording more than one visit to each Lodge, although in a good many 
cases repeated visits have been made. I am afraid I must express 
the wishes of predecessors in office, in that I have not visited as much 
as I should have liked. I have, however, devoted as much of my 
time as was at my disposal. 

DISTRICT MEETINGS 

I must admit that I have not, as Grand Master, had the oppor¬ 
tunity of attending many District Meetings, and I do agree with 
some of my predecessors when making reference to this phase of our 
work, that these meetings should he planned by the officers of Grand 
Lodge, in order that they may be portioned out so that representation 
can be assured. I do realize there will always be defects in almost 
any arrangement but this can be corrected with co-operation from 
everyone. The present plans are far from bringing the best results 
or serving the most beneficial purposes. I hope the committee of 
Grand Lodge which will have this part under consideration, will be 
able to present some valuable advice, to assist a very worthy cause. 

I have already made some recommendations as to the size of the 
Districts, and hope that some solution may be worked out in order 
that the greatest good may come from this wonderful opportunity of 
assisting in the work, through the District Associations. 
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RECOMME XDATIONS 

While the condition of our Order seems to be slightly improving, 
it can hardly be said as fully satisfactory as should be. Numerous 
reasons have been given for these conditions, some applicable, some 
not. I am of the opinion that we have not striven as a body to rem¬ 
edy a situation that is, to my mind, apparent We have relied op 
individual efforts rather than well-planned concerted action. Wp 
have failed as individuals and a3 a body in the realization of what is 
required; and I may be pardoned for plainly stating- what, in my 
judgment may be resorted to, in order that greater progress may be 
made. First, to realize that very little is accomplished; second, 
that it is entirely our responsibility; third, that to form proper plans 
of operation there must be co-ordination and co-operation within the 
officers of all the branches of the Order, both in Grand Bodies and 
Subordinate Bodies. In a workable plan properly carried out, with 
determination to fulfil the objective, will be found tne remedy for the 
slow progress being made. I would suggest that one afternoon or 
evening be set aside during the Sessions of our Grand Bodies, this 
first one if possible, in order to inaugurate a plan for future guidance. 

The following recommendations are not made without thought, 
neither are they made with any reflections intended on any one; but 
they are made with the intention, if adopted, to serve a useful, lack¬ 
ing purpose. Greater use should be made of the Grand Secretary’s 
office. He should be the one that ought to, when need be, visit 
the delinquent Lodges. No one can be as easily and accurately in¬ 
formed of the condition and the activities of a Lodge, no matter how 
close an observer any other member might have been. The Grand 
Secretary is in a better position than any other one to recommend 
action in the event of failure to carry out the purpose for which a 
Lodge is formed. Another point—and perhaps more important—he 
is not usually a man trying to perform a daily task at some one’s 
office or at some other occupation requiring daily attendance. These 
are considerations that ought not to be set lightly aside. 

In order that Grand Lodge may meet these conditions in a finanr 
cial way, I would recommend the following adjustments be made: 
First, the financial consideration to the Grand Warden and Deputy 
Grand Master for the last two years be eliminated. Second, that the 
allowance usually made to the Grand Master be not over $200.00 per 
year. Third, that the Home Fund be billed with a fair share cf the 
Grand Secretary’s salary, say $300.00, thus enabling the Grand Lodge 
to appropriate a suitable amount in order that the added expense of 
the Grand Secretary’s office shall be taken care of. I am also of the 
opinion that in order to meet the contingencies as they may arise 
and in order that the Grand Lodge may play its part in the promo¬ 
tion of the work of the Order, the per capita contribution should be 
raised to $1.25 per member per year. I would like to add here, it is 
not always the question of how much we can pay as it is how much 
are you willing to pay. 

TRAVELLING GAVELS 

I am sorry that this is one of the instructions of Grand Lodge 
that I am unable to fulfil. The reason is that I have not at the 
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present time full information as to the whereabouts of these Gavels;; 
but I hope to have all the details for the Grand Lodge Sessions. 

EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION FUND 

In accordance with instructions of Grand Lodge this matter was 
referred to a committee appointed through the Grand Secretary’s 
office, Brother C. W. McGaw, Secretary of Alberta Lodge No. 1, as 
chairman. A circular letter to all the Lodges was sent out with the 
novel idea of a Dime Box, explaining the purpose. I believe the * 

efforts will be gratifying when returns are all in. The names of the 1 

other members of the Committee chosen by Brother McGaw are:

To the Officers and Members of the 

Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.P. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: Q 

Another year having passed, it becomes my duty to render a re¬ 
port of my stewardship. 

At this time permit me to record my appreciation of the con¬ 
fidence Grand Lodge continued to have in me m electing me as your 
Deputy Grand Master. 

I also wish to thank our Grand Master, Brother Sorenson, forO 
the many, many kindnesses received at his hands and for the thought, 
ful and timely considerations shown. It has been a pleasure and a 
source of satisfaction to work with this Brother, whom I found read;, 
at any time to assist in whatever capacity was at his disposal. He 
has been indeed a wise counselor and very true friend. I further 
wish to thank the brethren in the various Lodges for the many kind¬ 
nesses they have extended to me where I have had the privilege to 
visit. 

I can assure you that I have enjoyed the work in the last two 
years and have derived much profit and pleasure therefrom, and 
while it has been impossible to carry out in its entirety an itinerary i 
planned earlier in the year, due to conditions which are associated ; 
with my employment and which arose from the complications which 
developed in Europe, I have done my utmost to advance the good 
work wherever and whenever I have been privileged to have an op¬ 
portunity. 

The following is a review of my activities and observations made n 
during my term as your Deputy Grand Master up to the time of 
writing.

with your books. During the year the coupons attached to the Pro\ 
ince of Alberta bonds, which had not been cashed for the past tw 
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:d one-half years, were deposited and, as a result, the income from 
nds shows a much larger amount than ordinarily. These bonds 
w e stated on the Balance Sheet at cost, but the market value at 
of ’ecember 31st was $8,520.00. The accrued interest has been taken 
fav to consideration. 

The Profit and Loss Account shows a net loss of $2,275.20 on 
e Operating Expenses, which is $300.00 higher than that of the previous 
>40. . ar , after making due allowance for Depreciation and Bad Debts, 
nis’is accounted for by reason of a reduction in rents of $190.00, an 
crease of $50.00 in legal fees, and a further increase of $50.00 m 
id debt reserve. However, with the interest on the investments of 
102.64, which includes the two years of the Province of Alberta not 
'eviously taken, the net result for the year is $1,872.56, which is ap- 
roximately the same as that shown for the year 1938.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OF GRAND MASTER 

Edmonton, Alberta, March 9th, 1940 

To the Officers and Members of the 

Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: 

Herewith please find the report of the activities of your Grand 

Master for the period as from January 2nd to March 9th, 1940. 

VISITATIONS 

January 8th—Attended joint installation ceremony in the I.O.O.F. 
Temple, conducted by Brother A. M. Herd, D.D.G.M. of District 
No. 29, the following Lodges being included: Friendship Lodge 
No. 7, Namayo Lodge No. 47, and Norwood Lodge No. 41. The 
officers installed seem imbued with the spirit of Odd Fellowship 
and I am looking for renewed interest and activities in the future. 

January 11th—Attended the meeting of Edmonton Lodge No. 30, 
when Brother R. H. Shears, D.D.G.M. of District No. 28 and the 
installing officers installed the officers of this Lodge for the cur¬ 
rent term. Members from Lamont Lodge No. 78, Fort Lodge 
No. 14, and from Waskatenau Lodge No. 153 were in attendance 
in good numbers and a very interesting meeting followed. 

January 23rd—Visited Ryley Lodge No. 75 in company with twelve 
other Brothers from Edmonton and witnessed the conferring of 
the Degree of Truth by the Brothers of Ryley, at which time 
they excelled in the work of the average Lodge. The D.D.G.M. 
installed officers of Ryley Lodge, assisted by the regular staff of 
District Deputy Officers. 

I also visited Donalda Lodge No. 150. Brothers MacDonald, 
Martin and Dawson, P.G.P’s, had another opportunity to prove 
that they can take it, as they again accompanied me on this trip.

The meeting was very instructive and 
beneficial to all of us. 

February 28th—It is with pleasure that I record this meeting at 
Vulcan of Samaritan Lodge No. 91, a very unique arrangement 
under the direction of Brother E. G. MacPherson, P.G.M. No 
details were left out and the meeting was a wonderful success. 
The Degree of Truth was conferred on five candidates. The 
most unique feature of this arrangement was the idea of having 
only one member from any one Lodge on the Degree Team. In 
this respect he had a real success. I want to commend Brother 
MacPherson very highly for this wonderful exhibiton of practical 
co-operation in Lodge work.

CHARTERS OF REBEKAH LODGES 

Acting upon recommendation of Sister Webb, President of the 
Rebekah Assembly, under date of January 30th, that the Charter of 
Alpine Rebekah Lodge No. 89, located at Cadomin, be reclaimed, I 
commissioned and requested Brother G. E. Clarke, Deputy Grand 
Master, to act for the Grand Master and on his behalf journey to 
Cadomin and Mountain Park for the purpose of reclaiming the Char¬ 
ters and paraphernalia of the above-named Lodges. I am accord¬ 
ingly in receipt of a letter from Brother Clarke to the effect that he 
did, on February 17th, comply with said request and complete the 
work for which he was duly commissioned, the full report of which 
will bo found in the Grand Secretary’3 Supplementary Report. I feel 
indebted to Brother Clarke for having stepped into the breach on my 
behalf, and I am sure the Grand Lodge appreciates also the work of 
our Deputy Grand Master. 

CHARTERS OF SUBORDINATE LODGES 

After having made several attempts to hold a meeting in Innis- 
fail, I decided to call in on some of the Brothers who had in the past 
been responsible for the activities of this Lodge, and on February 
28th, in company with Brother O. S. Martin. P.G.M., called on these 
Brothers, who informed us that further efforts would be fruitless. I 
therefore acted as I have acted on previous occasions under similar 
circumstances and lifted the Charter and effects and returned same 
to the office of the Grand Secretary In addition to the above was 
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included several bonds in the name of the above Lodge and in the 
amount of total, $1,100.00. Included al30 was a check for the amount 
of $8.10. The Grand Secretary, no doubt, will give a detailed account 
of the aforementioned securities. 

On March 1st, in company with Brother O. S. Martin, P.G.M., 
Brother C. A. Davis, P.G.M., and Brother W. A. Webb, I journeyed 
to Namaka in order that we might get an understanding as to whe¬ 
ther the Lodge was in a position to carry on the work for which it 
holds its Charter. The condition at the moment seems to me to hold 
in abeyance any action until settlement regarding a hall has been 
suitably arranged between the Lodge and Revelstoke Lumber Co., 
after which time the reclaiming of the Charter ought to be considered. 

On the 2nd day of March, in company with Brother Martin, 
P.G.M., I completed an arrangement whereby Brother McCracken, of 
Airdrie, may transfer to his personal name and holding, the hall and 
contents, which had belonged to Airdrie Lodge No. 34. The legal de¬ 
scription of the location of the said hall is the East 25 feet, Lot 11 
Block 2 Plan 11270, and the same stood registered in the names of 
Norman Luther McNeill, James Robert McCracken and August Ros¬ 
enberg. In the arrangement it was agreed that Brother McCracken 
attend to the transfer without cost to the Grand Lodge. The con¬ 
sideration was a check from Brother McCracken in the amount of 
$115.00 to the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.P. 

Further, on the same date, we journeyed to Didsbury, where the 
activities of the Ledge appeared in similar state of affairs. Upon 
due investigation I did instruct, and Brother W. R. Hartly agreed, to 
transport regalia and paraphernalia to the Grand Secretary’s office 
in Calgary; having made similar arrangements with Brother Mc¬ 
Cracken of Airdrie, I took in my care Charters and Rituals of tbove- 
named Lodges 

I wish to state with reference to the Lodges last named that a 
special committee was appointed to look into the possibility of reviv¬ 
ing interest that appeared to be lacking in both of the Lodges, and 
the only course open was to reclaim the Charters. The committee 
consisted of Brothers C. A. Davis, W. A. Northover, W. A. Webb and 
Charles Fox, these to act with and in conjunction with the D D.G.M., 
Brother T. H. Millard. Due investigation having been made in both 
instances and consideration given as to any hope of future activities, 
the conclusions arrived at were in accordance with actions taken as 
above recorded. 

Having received application from Mizpah Lodge No. 72, pleading 
permission to consolidate with Viaduct Lodge No. 53, and having re¬ 
ceived a similar application from Viaduct Lodge to consolidate with 
Mizpah Lodge No. 72. both to the effect that they would be known as 
members of Viaduct Lodge No. 53; further, having the assurance that 
the arrangements were satisfactory to the members of both Lodges, 
I did request Brothers R. B. Morden, P.G.M., and A. E. Dupen, 
D.D.G.M. of District No. 4, to be present at a meeting of Viaduct 
Lodge No. 53, called for this purpose, to consummate the consolidation 
of the above-named Lodges on behalf of the Grand Master and in the 
best interest of the membership composing these Lodges. 
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I have received a letter from Brother F. M. Hill, D.D.G.M. of 
District No. 24, a member of Irma Lodge No. 56, seeking information 
relative to procedure for consolidation of Lodges, intimating that the 
members of Irma Lodge No. 56 will in due course seek agreement 
upon which Irma Lodge can consolidate with Wainwright Lodge No. 
45. I feel justified in recommending that this consolidation be sanc¬ 
tioned upon satisfactory agreement between the two Lodges. 

CHARTERS 

I instructed Brother W. C. Yole, the last installed Noble Grand 
of Peace River Lodge No. 141, to forward to the Grand Secretary’s 
office the Charter and Paraphernalia of the said Lodge. I am 
accordingly in receipt of a letter from Brother Yole, stating that the 
shipment was made on March 2nd. I am grateful to this Brothel 
for his assistance. 

I instructed Brother Dafoe, a former Noble Grand of Gleichen 
Lodge No. 144, to forv/ard tiie Charter and Effects of said Lodge to 
the office of the Grand Secretary at Calgary. In accordance here¬ 
with, Charter and Effects arrived at the said Grand Secretary’s office 
on February Sth, 1940. 

TRAVELLING GAVELS 

I am sorry that it is necessary to repeat the words previously 
used that I have not the required information as to the whereabouts 
of the Travelling Gavels, and therefore cannot give an account as to 
the advantage of the continuation or the interest that this feature of 
the work may create. I have, in addition to the instructions accom¬ 
panying these Gavels, got the assistance of the Alberta Odd EelloW 
by inserting an advt. in order to obtain any information regarding 
same. 1 have the following information in respect to them: Magnet 
Lodge No. 12, Lacombe, presented to Ponoka Lodge No. 11, on March 
27th, 1939, the Travelling Gavel known as the District No. 2 Travel¬ 
ling Gavel. Under date of July 30th, the Secretary of Edmonton 
Lodge No. 30, Brother Wilson, writes to the effect that the Lodge has 
been presented with said Gavel bv Millet Lodge No. 145. Accord¬ 
ingly," Edmonton Lodge presented them to Friendship Lodge No. 7 on 
August 15th, who in turn presented them to Norwood Lodge on Sep¬ 
tember Uth. They found their way to Namayu Lodge No. 47 upon 
presentation bv Norwood Lodge on September 27th. Namayo 
Lodge visited Ryley Lodge on October 10th for the purpose of pre¬ 
senting that Lodge with the Travelling Gavel, as well as to enjoy the 
Fellowship of the members of Ryley Lodge.

The recommendation was agreed to and the appointment approved. 
The Grand Master recommended that a stenographer be engaged to 
assist in the writing of reports of Committees and that remuneration 
be paid at the rate of four dollars per lay. The recommendation 
was agreed to, whereupon the Grand Master appointed Sister M. 
Bentley; and the appointment was approved. 

The Grand Secretary appointed Brother J. L. Richard to have 
charge of the volume of the Unwritten Work during the session, and 
Brother H. H. Day to have charge of the Convention Certificates, both 
to be entitled to receive Per Diem for two days. These appointments 
were approved. 

The Grand Master recommended obtaining the use of a micro¬ 
phone and loud-speaker, the cost to be at the rate of six dollars per 
day. By the adoption of a motion, proposed by Brother Sheffield, 
seconded by Brother Young, and carried, che use of these mechan¬ 
isms was procured. 

By motion of Brother Huntingford, seconded by Brother Hick- 
more, and carried, the minutes of the special session and of the an¬ 
nual session of 1939, as they appear in the printed Journal of Pro¬ 
ceedings, were approved. 
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The Grand Master appointed Brothers G. S. McArthur (7), A. E. 
Dupen (2) a.r>d J. Watson (17) to be the Committee on Mileage and 
Per Diem; and Brothers E. G. McPherson, P.G.M., A. W. Sheffield (1) 
and P. Myers (91) to be the Committee on Rebekah Lodges and on 
Necrology. 

The Grand Herald announced that several X J ast Grands were in 
waiting to receive the Grand Lodge Degree. The Grand Marshal, the 
Grand Warden and Brother C. E. Todd were directed to retire and, if 
the credentials of these Past Grands were found in order, to instruct 
the Brothers in the Grand Lodge Degree and the Past Grand’s Degree 
and introduce them tc the Grand Lodge. The credentials of Brother 
F. Faulkner, of St. George Lodge No. 39, Calgary, and of Brother 
James A. Hobbs, of Otonabee Lodge No. 134, Czar, and of Brother 
David R. Mitchell, of Otonabee Lodge No. 134, Czar, were found cor¬ 
rect, and these three Brothers were instructed in the aforesaid De¬ 
grees and admitted to seats in the Grand Lodge. 

The following was submitted by Brother A. Young and Brother 
T. W. Hickmore: 

Resolution 1.—Whereas the Government of the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada has declared war on an enemy of the ccuntiy, and has already 
enlisted a large number of men in the army, navy and air forces who, 
as a body, are known as the Canadian Active Service Force; and 

Whereas a number of Odd Fellows in Alberta are enlisted in the 
said Canadian Active Service Force and at the present time are over¬ 
seas, somewhere in England, some aboard ships of the navy, others in 
the. Royal Air Force, and others will, as time goes on, be joining one 
of these branches; and 

Whereas the Sovereign Grand Lodge has enacted legislation em¬ 
powering Grand Bodies to raise a fund by assessment on its subordin¬ 
ate bodies or members or by voluntary contributions, such Fund to 
be sufficient either to pay Subordinate Lodges the accrued dues of 
members of the Canadian Active Service Force or to reimburse Sub¬ 
ordinate Lodges for any Sick Benefits that they would have to pay 
to the members who are in the military, naval or air forces; therefore 
bo it 

Resolved, That this Grand Lodge do assess Lhe civilian member¬ 
ship of this Jurisdiction such sum or sums sufficient to pay to Sub¬ 
ordinate Lodges the accrued dues of members, from time to time, 
who are or may become members of the military, naval or air forces; 

And Be It Further Resolved, That a Special Committee of five 
members be appointed to ascertain the amounts of such assessments 
necessary to maintain such a Fund, and to administer the Fund ac¬ 
cording to the foregoing resolution. 

By motion of Brother Ballentine, seconded by the Deputy Grand 
Master, and carried, the foregoing Resolution (No. 1) was received and 
referred to a Special Committee, to which Special Committee the 
Grand Master appointed Brothers C. A. Davis, P.G.M., R. B. Morden, 
P.G.M., J. L. Chapelle, E. S. Rackham and J. J. B. Little. The Grand 
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Secretary stated that other correspondence in the connection was in 
hand; and this also was referred to the aforementioned Special Com¬ 
mittee. (See Report 38). 

An explanation of some difficulty having- arisen in the interpreta¬ 
tion of Article 96B, Constitution of Grand Lodge, the said Article was 
referred to the Committee on Legislation for redrafting. (See Report 
9). 

The chairman of the Committee on State of the Order reported that 
Brother Bancroft, a member of the Committee, was unable to be pres¬ 
ent and requested the appointment of a member to replace the ab¬ 
sentee. The Grand Master appointed Brother R. D. Layng. 

A letter of March 6th, from the Grand Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of British Columbia, was read and was ordered to be acknowl¬ 
edged and filed, namely: 

“Again your Grand Lodge annual session is just around the cor¬ 
ner, which brings to mind the thought of a fraternal delegate from 
British Columbia to your meetings I am not aware of a fraternal 
delegate having been appointed by the Grand Master to attend your 
sessions; and, in the absence of such a representative, I would extend 
to your Grand Body, on behalf of our Grand Master and associate 
officers, hearty and sincere fraternal greetings, and the earnest hope 
that you may have a very harmonious and profitable session. We 
trust your lodge reports for the past year have been encouraging and 
show substantial gains; and, what is 3till better, may your members 
be more and more imbued with the spirit of honor for our great in¬ 
stitution and of faith in its principles. 

“With kindest regards to your Grand Officers and members gen¬ 
erally, and personal good wishes to your good self, 

Yours fraternally, 

(Signed) E. L. WEBBER.” 

After having been read, the following letter dated at Wetaskiwin 
March 9th, was ordered to be acknowledged and filed: 

“Owing to the large volume of election printing with which I 
have been entrusted, I find it impossible to attend the sessions of 
Grand Lodge next week. I regret this very much, as I had hoped 
to be in attendance this year (more especially as I was ill at the time 
of Grand Lodge last year) to do what I could to further the best in¬ 
terests of Odd Fellowship in this Jurisdiction, and, incidentally, to 
renew the acquaintance of many of my Brothers as well as to make 
new contacts with delegates attending the Grand Lodge for the first 
time. 

“Trusting that the business transacted at the sessions will be 
for the welfare of our beloved Order, and again regretting my inabil¬ 
ity to be present, I remain, 

Yours fraternally, 

(Signed) V. C. FRENCH, P.G.M.” 
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In a letter dated February 15th, Brother F. W. Hodges, District 
Secretary of District Association No. 11, wrote: 

"1 have been instructed by Brother D. E. Penn, District Deputy 
Grand Master of District No. 11, to inform you of the following two 
motions, made at a meeting of the above District, February 8th last: 

“ ‘That this meeting go on record as requesting the Grand Secre¬ 
tary to mail sufficient District Representatives’ Certificates to each 
Subordinate Lodge when mailing the semi-annual report forms, in 
order that proper credentials may be presented at District Meetings. 

“ ‘That a copy of report of Grand Representatives to Sovereign 
Grand Lodge be available at District Meetings, and that same be 
printed as early as possible, not later than the end of October.’ ” 

The letter was referred to the Committee on Finance. 

Signed by the five members of Hardisty Lodge No. 64, namely, 
Brothers W. H. Parker, L. A. Benham, Frank Warren, O. S. Martin, 
P.G.M., and I. N. Hughson, the following communication was read: 

"We, the members of Hardisty Lodge No. 64, I.O.O.F., hereby make 
the following request through its special committee of the ‘Patterson 
Orphans’ Fund’, which was raised and held in trust for the relief of 
the said Patterson orphans. This Fuad now amounts to some Twelve 
Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($1,250.00) with accrued interest. How¬ 
ever, all claimants cn this Fund are Nil; and the Committee in charge 
has submitted the enclosed resolution after due deliberation, which 
having been regularly passed by our Lodge, respectfully awaits your 
acceptance and action. Furthermore, in view of the fact that since 
the ‘Patterson Orphans’ Fund’ was created and held in trust by our 
agent and Committee, the former Odd Fellows Hall and all regalia 
and equipment were burned. This has necessitated the borrowing 
of over $400.00 from the Widows' and Orphans’ Fund in order to re¬ 
imburse the funds towards the erection of a new building and pur¬ 
chase the limited and meagre regalia which we are using today. 

“Be It Therefore Resolved, that the Honorable Grand Lodge as¬ 
sembled in its annual session concur with the findings and resolution 
of Hardisty Lodge and be pleased lo grant our Lodge permission to 
dispose of the money of the ‘Patterson Orphans’ Fund’ in a three-fold 
distribution as stated in the following: 

“1.—That $500 be set apart from this Fund to reimburse the 
Widows’ and Orohans’ Fund of Hardisty Lodge No. 64; 

“ 2 .—That $500.00 be set apart l’or the Educational Foundation 
Fund for the purpose of giving worthy daughters and sons of Odd 
Fellows a higher education; 

<> 3 .—That the balance of the ‘Patterson Orphans’ Fund’, amount¬ 
ing to some $250 00 with accrued interest, be given to the Home Fund 
of the Grand Lodge of Alberta for benevolent purposes.” 

By agreement made between two members of the Committee of 
Hardisty Lodge who were then present in Grand Lodge, the figures of 
the preceding resolution adopted by Hardisty Lodge were altered as 
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follows, namely: In part 1, $750.00; in part 2, $300.00; in part 3, 
$200.00; and when read in the session these altered figures were used. 

A motion was proposed by Brother (Rev.) Hughson, seconded by 
Brother Gill, and carried, whereby the communication was referred to 
a Special Committee, to ■which committee the Grand Master appointed 
Brothers C. E. Noble, P.G.M., R. B. Morden, P.G.M., O. S. Martin, 
P.G.M., J. J. B. Little, P.G.P., and C. R. Sharman, P.D.C. (See Re¬ 
port 32). 

The committee in connection with the “McIIeffey Case” submitted 
the following, which was referred to the Trustees of the Home Fund 
and the Committee on Finance for joint consideration: 

“Your Special Committee on the McHeffey Farm beg leave to 
report as follows: Taxes were not paid for the year 1939. Applica¬ 
tion was made to the Debt Adjustment Board to repossess the land, 
with the result that we received a definite proposal on March 8th, 
1940. We would advise acceptance of this proposal, as it will cost 
more money to go through the courts and get the Judge’s order. We 
are enclosing the proposal for your consideration.” (See Report 34). 

The proposal mentioned in the preceeding paragraph was con¬ 
tained in a letter received from the Debt Adjustment Board, Govern¬ 
ment of the Province of Alberta, which letter had been addressed to 
Brother J. L. McPherson, P.G.M., under the date of March 8th, 1940, 
and which read: 

“On receipt of your favor of February 22nd I immediately com¬ 
municated with Mr. Pollock under douole registered cover. For your 
information and remarks I enclose Herewith a copy of his reply. 

“It would appear that your most favorable form of settlement of 
this matter would be to agree to Pollock’s offer of $200.00 for a quit 
claim. ” 

(The foregoing letter was signed by J. R. Benson). 

The offer to which reference is made in Mr. Benson's letter ap¬ 
peared in the following letter, addressed tc the Debt Adjustment 
Board at Edmonton under date of Maron 2nd, 1940, which letter read: 

“I duly received your letter of the 20th ult. in regard to the 
North East % of Section 22-51-19 W4th M. and noted contents. 

“I do not think I will be able to carry on the farm work so have 
decided to give up the farm. My stock and implements are mort¬ 
gaged to the Tofielc! Co-operative Credit Society for money borrowed 
to do breaking. To farm the land properly I need to get new 
machinery, which I cannot afford to do. I am now living on twenty 
acres within the Town of Tofield limits and will try to get along 
there. 

“However, I think I should receive $200.00 for giving up my in¬ 
terest in the N.E. % 22-51-19 With M. 

“Hoping that you will be able to arrange this for me, I remain, 

(Signed) OMER POLLOCK.” 
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An invitation to hold the annual session of Grand Lodge in 1941 
in Banff was contained in the following letter from Banff Lodge No. 
48. Letters from the Superintendent of Banff National Park, from 
the Banff National Park Board of Trade, and from the Banff Advis¬ 
ory Council accompanied the letter, which was dated March 11th: 


"The officers and members of Banff Lodge No. 48 wish to extend 
an invitation to the Grand Lodge of Alberta to hold the 1941 sessions 
in Banff. We have now a new auditorium in Banff, which we feel is 
very well adapted and large enough to hold your sessions in. Banff 
Lodge No. 48, I.O.O.F., would be extremely pleased to play host to 
such a Grand Body on such an occasion. Trusting that we shall be 
favored in your decision.” 

Tile afore-mentioned letters, together with that of February 13th, 
1939, from the Subordinate Lodges in Lethbridge, the latter commun¬ 
ication having been laid on the table by the Grand Lodge in 1939, 
were referred to the Committee on Finance. (See Report 3'5). 

The following letter from Brother D. Wilson, Recording Secretary 
of Edmonton Lodge No. 30, was read, namely: 


“Enclosed you will find an appeal to the Grand Lodge from a re¬ 
port from the Visiting Committee in regard to the late Brother H. B. 
Speer’s sickness. A copy of all correspondence is herewith attached.” 

The letter and accompanying correspondence was referred to the 
Committee on Appeals and Grievances. (See report 20). 

A letter of the 12th inst., from Mrs. Louise Moir, Past Noble 
Grand of Maple Leaf Rebekah Lodge No. 2, who is a daughter of the 
late Brother H. B. Speer, was read; and, having reference to the same 
subject as the appeal from the aforementiond report of the Visiting 
Committee of Edmonton Lodge No. 30, it was referred to the Com¬ 
mittee on Appeals and Grievances. (See report 21). 


The Grand Lodge proceeded to the consideration of items which 
had been referred directly to it by the report of the Committee on 
Distribution. The following were severally considered and adopted, 
namely:

The report of the Committee representing Grand Lodge on the 
Board of Directors of Alberta Oddfellows Temple Limited; 


Of the Grand Secretary’s Report, 
“Question”, “Executive Committee”, 


items captioned “Amendments”, 
"Advisory Board”, “Appoint- 
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ments”, “Warning”, “Auditor’s Report Respecting Home Fund, De¬ 
funct Lodges Fund, and Temple Assessment Fund”. 

The item captioned “Home Fund Trustees” in the Grand Secre¬ 
tary’s Report was laid on the table for later consideration. 

The Grand Master appointed Brother Alex D. Campbell, P.G.M., 
and Brother R. B. Morden, P.G.M., to be a Committee on Courtesies. 

Several questions were submitted by members and were referred 
to the Committee on Judiciary. The particulars will be found with 
the respective reports thereon. 

The Grand Master introduced Brother J. A. Hagerman, Deputy 
Grand Sire of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, who delivered a forceful 
and inspiring address. 

The Committee on Widows’ and Orphans’ Allowances submitted 
the following: 

We, your Committee on Widows’ and Orphans’ Allowances, beg 
to make a Supplementary Report. Since making our Annual Report 
we have handled three cases, two of which have been successfully 
closed, and the other file will have to stay over, as it cannot be suc¬ 
cessfully completed until after July 2nd, 1940. 

Signed by the Committee. 

The report was received and ordered for filing; and, by motion 
of Brother McPherson, P.G.M., and Brother Sheffield, a vote of thanks 
was tendered to the Committee after Brother A. C. Woodard, P.G.P., 
had dwelt at length in relating to Grand Lodge some particulars re¬ 
specting cases handled by the Committee. 

By motion of Brother H. J. Adames, seconded by Brother H. 
McDonald, the Grand Lodge was formally adjourned until the hour of 
1.30 o’clock this afternoon. 


THURSDAY, MARCH 14th, 1940 
Afternoon Session 

Pursuant to its resolution for adjournment, the Grand Lodge of 
Alberta, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, continued in its thirty- 
fifth Annual Session at 1.30 o’clock p.m. In the Odd Fellows Temple 
on Thursday, March 14th, 1940. The Grand Master, H. Gilbert Sor¬ 
enson, occupied the chair and proceeded with the formal opening. 
All other officers were present; and a quorum was reported being in 
attendance. 

Resolution 2.—Moved by Brother A. Brown, P.G.M., seconded by 
Brother H. McDonald, and carried: 

That the hour of four o’clock this afternoon be set for a special 
order of business, being the election of officers. 
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The minutes of the morning session were adopted without read- 
by motion of Brother W. J. Huntingford, P.G.P., seconded by 
Brother J. L. Richard, and carried. 

The following telegrams were read and by direction of the chair, 
were ordered to be recorded in the minutes, acknowledged and filed: 

“Lougheed, Alta., March 14, 1940. 
"Greetings for a harmonious and successful convention. 

“(Signed) J. H. WALMSLEY, P.G.M.” 

“Havre, Mont., March 14, 1940. 

“My wife and I regret we were unable to be the guests of your 
Grand Master and his charming wife. We love them as our Brother 
and Sister and we know Brother Sorenson is concluding a successful 
term and will continue to serve Odd Fellowship humbly and faithfully. 

“(Signed) OLE PLATEN, P.G.M.” 

The Grand Master appointed Brother Alex. D. Campbell, P.G.M., 
to the Committee on Appeals and Grievances, vice Brother J. H.’ 
Walmsley, P.G.M. 

Resolution 3, moved by Brother Alex. D. Campbell, P.G.M., and 
seconded by Brother O. S. Martin, P.G.M., was referred to the 
Committee on Legislation. (See Report 8). 

In order to comply with the provisions contained in the Ritual 
for Subordinate Lodges, I bag to move that Article 30 of the Consti¬ 
tution for Subordinate Lodges, relating to the duties of the Acting 
Past Grand, be amended by deleting therefrom the words “to examine 
each candidate for a Degree in the Secret Work of the preceding 
Degree”, as contained in the third and second last lines of such 
Article. Thereby the said Article 30 will read: 

It shall be the duty of the Acting Past Grand to attend regularly 
the meetings of the Lodge; to deliver the Past Grand’s charge at 
Initiation, or to have the same delivered by a Past Grand or Noble 
Grand; to register in a book kept for that purpose the name and 
address of the place of residence of eacn widow receiving benefits 
from the funds of the Lodge, and the name, age and address of the 
place of residence of each orphan receiving benefits from the funds of 
the Lodge; to watch over the welfare and interests of each such 
widow or orphan; to visit each such widow or orphan, if residing in, 
or within three miles of the town or city in which the Lodge be lo¬ 
cated, at least once each quarter and more frequently if necessary; 
to report to the Lodge upon the condition of each such widow or 
orphan whenever occasion arises; to perform all other duties per¬ 
taining to his office. 

Resolution 4, moved by Brother T. M. MeCallum, P.G.M., seconded by 
Brother A. Brown, P.G.M., was referred to the Committee on 
Legislation. (See Report 5.) 
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That Article 45, Constitution of Grand Lodge, be amended by 
striking out the words “and Correspondence’ where they appear in 
said Section as printed in the 1939 Journal. When so amended the 
Article will read: 

The Grand Master at each Annual Session shall appoint from 
among the members present the following Sessional Committees: 

1. Committee on Credentials. 

2. Committee on Petitions. 

3. Committee on Insurance. 

4. Committee on Rebekah Lodges. 

5. Committee on Necrology. 

6. Committee on Mileage and Per Diem. 

Resolution 5, moved by Brother T. M. McCallum, P.G.M., seconded by 

Brother A. Brown, P.G.M., was referred to the Committee on 

Judiciary. (See Report 6.) 

That Article 47 be amended by striking out the following words: 
In the seventh line the word “appoint” and substitute therefor the 
word “elect”; by striking out the letter (e) in the third line of the 
second paragraph and have the word "and” inserted between the let¬ 
ters (c) and (d); by striking out the balance of the paragraph fol¬ 
lowing the word “Necrology” and by inserting a period after the 
word “Necrology”. When so amended the section will read: 

47. Committees on Distribution, on Laws of Subordinate Lodges, 
on Mileage and Per Diem, and on Widows’ and Orphans’ Allowances 
respectively, shall be composed of three members each; and all stand¬ 
ing and sessional committees shall be composed of five members each, 
provided that in the case of the Committee on Finance one member 
shall be elected for three years, two members for two years, and two 
members for one year. Vacancies shall be filled each year as they 
occur. The first-named member of each Committee shall be chair¬ 
man unless otherwise determined by the Committee. 

It is further provided hereby that the personnel of the Committees 
hereinafter named in groups, respectively (a), (b), (c) and (d) shall 
be one and the same, provided that reports shall be submitted as of 
the individual committee as severally enumerated in preceding Art¬ 
icles of this Constitution, the said groups being (a) Committees on 
Distribution and on Credentials; (b) Committees on Petitions and on 
Appeals and Grievances; (c) Committees on Insurance and on Fi¬ 
nance; (d) Committees on Rebekah Lodges and on Necrology. 

Brother T. W. Hickmore reported having received advice of the 
death of Brother Pendleton, who had belonged to Ponoka Lodge No. 
11 and was the husband of Mrs. J. Pendleton, Past President of the 
Rebekah Assembly of Alberta. The Grand Secretary was directed 
to send to Sister Pendleton a telegram expressing the condolence of 
the Grand Lodge in meeting. 

A letter from the Rebekah Assembly of Alberta was presented, 
reading: 

“I beg to advise you that at the session of the Rebekah Assembly 
just held, that Section 1 of Article 13 of the Rebekah Assembly Con¬ 
stitution which reads as follows: 
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“Sec. 1.—Any change in, or amendments to this Constitution 
may be made at any annual session of the Assembly, providing the 
proposed amendment shall have been submitted in writing and signed 
by three members of the Assembly and adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of the members present” 

be amended by striking out all of the said Section and substituting 
the following: 

“This Constitution, or any part thereof, shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or annulled, unless by action of the Assembly 
and upon notice of such proposed alteration being given in writing, 
signed by a member of this Assembly and delivered to the Assembly 
Secretary not less than two months prior to the annual session of the 
Assembly. It shall be the duty of the Assembly Secretary to for¬ 
ward three full copies of such proposed amendments to all Rebekah 
Lodges in this Jurisdiction at least one month before the Annual 
Session. Such notice shall be presented to the Assembly when in 
session and shall require a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting to adopt the same. When any such alteration or amend¬ 
ment comes up for action it may be amended by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present and voting without the aforesaid notice. 
When it is necessary to amend this Constitution to make it conform 
to the laws of the Sovereign Grand Lodge such change may be made 
without notice and by a majority vote, after being approved of by 
the Committee on Judiciary and Legislation.” 

A further letter from the Rebekah Assembly of Alberta was pre¬ 
sented reading: 

“I have been instructed to submit the following to your Grand 
Body, for their consideration: 

“Sec. 1, Article 12 of the Assembly Constitution be amended by 
striking out the word ‘same’ in the sixth line and substituting there¬ 
for the word ‘Charter’ and by inserting after the word ‘same’ in the 
eighth line the words ‘and to assign, transfer and deliver to the 
President of the Assembly or to such person authorized by her all 
the books, papers, properties and funds of the Lodge’. And by de¬ 
leting the words ‘and the same shall be held subject to the order of 
the Grand Lodge’ as these appear in the eighth, ninth and tenth 
lines. 

“And, further, that Sec. 2 of Article 12 be amended by striking 
out the words ‘Grand Lodge’ in the second line, and substituting 
therefor the word ‘Assembly’; and by striking out the words ‘Odd 
Fellows Home Fund of Alberta’ as they appear in the 12th and 13th 
lines and substituting therefor the words ‘Benevolent Fund of the 
Assembly’.” 

Both these communications from the Rebekah Assembly of Al¬ 
berta were referred to the Committee on Judiciary. (See Report 28). 

A delegation of Sisters of the Rebekah Degree was announced 
to be in waiting for the purpose of making a fraternal visit. The 
Grand Lodge recessed and Brother A. Brown, P.G.M., was delegated 
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to escort and introduce the visitors. Among those introduced were 
Mrs. Maybee and Mrs. McKenzie, both Past Presidents of the Re- 
bekah Assembly of Saskatchewan; Mrs. M. Williams, President of 
the Rebekah Assembly of Alberta; and her associate officers of the 
Assembly. The Grand Masters presented a corsage of roses to each 
of the Sisters. After expressing greetings from their several As¬ 
semblies the visitors retired and Grand Lodge resumed regular busi¬ 
ness. 

Resolution 6, moved by Brother Alex. B. Ballentine, seconded by 

Brother J. H. Ross, P.G.M., was referred to the Committee on 

Legislation. (See Report 6.) 

That Article 66 of the Constitution of Grand Lodge be amended 
by striking out the word “March” in the said Article 66 where printed 
on pagg 135, Journal of the Proceedings of Grand Lodge of Alberta, 
1939, ar.d substituting therefor the word “June”, so that when thus 
amended the said Article 66 will read: 

This Grand Lodge shall meet annually on the second Thursday of 
June at nine o'clock a.m., in the City of Calgary; provided that, by 
motion regularly passed at any annual session the place at which the 
next succeeding annual session shall be held may be changed; and 
provided also that if by reason of the prevalence of contagious dis¬ 
ease or for any other cause it shall be impracticable to hold an an¬ 
nual session at the place designated therefor, the Grand Lodge shall 
have the power to determine the date and the place at which such 
annual session shall be held, or, if the Grand Lodge be not in session 
when such emergency occurs, the Grand Master shall have such 
power. 

By a motion proposed by Brother T. H. Ross, P.G.M., seconded by 
Brother A. Brown, P.G.M., and carried, the Grand Secretary was di¬ 
rected to print the name of the respective proposer of intention to 
amend the Constitution for Subordinate Lodges or the Constitution 
for Grand Lodge, the name to appear in the printed notices which are 
sent to the Subordinate Lodges. 

The Grand Lodge recessed to receive a delegation from the Grand 
Encampment of Alberta wishing to pay a fraternal visit to Grand 
Lodge. The delegation consisted of Patriarchs H. Lowe, Grand 
Patriarch; T. W. Hickmore, Grand Senior Warden; C. D. White, Grand 
High Priest; and E. L. Cope, Past Grand Patriarch. Brother A. 
Brown, Past Grand Master, introduced the visiting Patriarchs. Each 
in turn expressed greetings to the Grand I.odge. 

The hour of four o’clock having arrived, the Grand Lodge pro¬ 
ceeded to the election of officers, in accordance with its earlier reso¬ 
lution. The Grand Master appointed H. Lowe, Grand Patriarch, and 
Brother T. H. Millard to be tellers. 

For the office of Grand Master Brother E. L. Cope, P.G.M., pro¬ 
posed the Deputy Grand Master, Brother G. E. Clarke. As no fur¬ 
ther nominations were offered, the Grand Master declared Brother 
G E Clarke elected by acclamation to the office of Grand Master. 
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For the office of Deputy Grand Master, Brother M. S. Saunders, 
P.G.M., proposed the Grand Warden, Brother Frank A. Lount. As 
no further nominations were offered, the Grand Master declared 
Brother Frank A. Lount elected by acclamation to the office of De¬ 
puty Grand Master. 

For the office of Grand Warden, Brother R. B. Morden, P.G.M., 
proposed Brother W. J. Huntingford, P.G.P.; Brother J. L. Chapelle 
proposed the Grand Herald, Brother J. H. Cousens; Brother R. W. 
Kellough. D C, proposed Brother T. H. Millard. Brother T. H. Mil¬ 
lard withdrew his name from nomination. A ballot was taken which 
the tellers reports as having 73 votes for Brother Huntingford, P.G.P., 
76 votes for Brother J. H. Cousens, Grand Herald, and 1 spoiled bal¬ 
lot. The Grand Master declared Brother J. H. Cousens, of Bellevue 
Lodge No. 118 elected to the office of Grand Warden. Brother W. J. 
Huntingford, P.G.P., moved that the election of Brother James H. 
Cousens be made unanimous, which was agreed to. 

For the office of Grand Secretary, Brother M. S. Saunders, 
P.G.M., proposed Brother A. B. Ballentine. As no further nominations 
were offered, the Grand Master declared Brother Alex. B. Ballentine 
elected by acclamation to the office of Grand Secretary. 

For the office of Grand Treasurer, Brothei A. Brown, P.G.M., 
proposed Brother George W. Henderson. As no further nominations 
were offered, the Grand Master declared Brother George W. Hender¬ 
son elected to the office of Grand Treasurer. 

For the office of Grand Representative to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge for a term of two years, Brother Alex. D. Campbell, P.G.M., 
proposed the sitting Grand Master, Brother H. Gilbert Sorenson. 
The Grand Master requested the Deputy Grand Master to take the 
chair. As no further nominations ware offered, the Deputy Grand 
Master, Brother G. E. Clarke, declared Brother H. Gilbert Sorenson, 
elected to be Grand Representative for the term of two years. 

To be Trustees of the Home Fund, Brother O. S. Martin, P.G.M., 
nominated Brother W. A. Webb; Brother G. Smith nominated Brother 
A. C. Woodard, P.G.P.; Brother A. W. Sheffield nominated Brother 
J. J. B. Little, P.G.P.; Brother M. S. Saunders, P.G.M., nominated 
Brother W. F Rogers As but four were to be elected the Grand 
Master, having resumed the chair, declared Brother W. A. Webb (81), 
Brother A. C. Woodard, P.G.P., (47), Brother J. J. B. Little, P.G.P., 
(1), and Brother W. F. Rogers (17) elected by acclamation to be 
Trustees of the Home Fund. 

To the Committee Representing Grand Lodge on the Board of 
Directors of Alberta Oddfellows Temple Limited (three to be elected) 
Brother O. S. Martin, P.G.M., proposed Brother M. S. Saunders, 
P.G.M.; Brother M. F. Markle proposed Brother E. A. Stark; Brother 
D. F. Christie, P.G.M., proposed Brother R. S. MacMillan; Brother W. 
MacGregor proposed Brother T. H. Millard; Brother J. L. Chapelle 
proposed Brother R S. Rackham. Brother Rackham withdrew his 
name from nomination. No further names were proposed. Brother 
T. H. Millard asked to be excused from acting as a teller and the 
Grand Master appointed Brother Alex. D. Campbell, P.G.M., in his 
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place. By the first ballot, Brother M. S. Saunders was elected; by 
the second ballot no further election resulted; by the third ballot 
Brother T. H. Millard was elected; and by the fourth ballot Brother 
E. A. Stark was elected. The Deputy Grand Master occupied the 
chair during the election of the four members whom he declared 
elected to the Committee Representing Grand Lodge on the Board of 
Directors of Alberta Oddfellows Temple Limited. Resuming the 
chair, the Grand Master thanked the tellers for their services. 


The following was read and was referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary, namely: 

Your Committee which was appointed to investigate the question 
of making any change in the present form of the Semi-Annual Re¬ 
ports beg to ask the Grand Lodge to state definitely whether Per 
Capita Tax and Home Fund Assessment is to be levied against As¬ 
sociate Members of Subordinate Lodges. I See Report 26). 


The following was submitted by the Special Committee to whom 
had been referred Resolution 1; 

We your Special Committee to whom was referred the Resolu¬ 
tion of Brother A. Young and other correspondence, respectfully sub¬ 
mit the following substitute resolution for the consideration of this 
Grand Body: 

(1) That a Fund be established to be known as the Military, Naval 
and Air Force Emergency Fund”; 

(2) Monies for this Fund shall be raised by assessment upon Subord¬ 
inate Lodges, by voluntary contribution, or such other means as 
are deemed expedient; 

/os This F und shall be used only for the purpose of avoiding the 
suspension for non-payment of dues of those members who are 
in His Majesty’s Canadian Active Service Forces and only when 
such members are stationed in combatant areas; 

(41 No member of the Order while serving in any of the Forces speci- 
fled herein shall be suspended for non-payment of dues; 

CD That to entitle them to honors as Past Officers, all officers of the 
Order whether elective or appointive, shall be excused for failure 
to attend any meeting when such failure is due to their service 
in military, naval or air forces; 

Tt is hereby made the duty of Subordinate Lodges to make a 
record on its minutes of each member who may be in the mili- 
tarv naval or air forces and to send a copy of such record to the 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge, who shall preserve such 
record and send a copy of the same to the strand Secretary of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge. Such records shall be m such form 
Is the Grand Sire and the Grand Secretary shall presence and 
snail be made upon cards prepared by the Grand Secretary of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge and furnished free of charge to Grand 
Secretaries of Grand Lodges, wno shall supply them to the Sub¬ 
ordinates. Such cards shall be in two colors, white caras for 
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use of Subordinates and buff cards to be sent by Grand Secre¬ 
taries of Grand Lodges to the Grand Secretary of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, who shall arrange and preserve them for reference; 

(7) That the Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer and three mem¬ 
bers be elected by this Grand Lodge to be the Special Committee 
to organize and administer this Fund. This Committee is here¬ 
by authorized to determine the amount of assessments required 
and to make recommendation in connection therewith to the 
Grand Lodge in annual session. 

(8) Nothing herein prescribed shall be construed to prevent any 
member in His Majesty’s Service, specified in Article 3 hereof, 
from paying dues to his Subordinate Lodge; and, further, no 
authority is extended to any Subordinate Lodge to remit or can¬ 
cel dues. 

Signed by the Committee. 

The substitute resolution proposed by the Special Committee was 
referred to the Committee on Legislation. (See Report 38). 

A motion to adjourn until the hour of nine o’clock tomorrow 
(Friday) morning was proposed by Brother O. S. Martin, P.G.M., 
seconded by Brother H. McDonald, and carried; and the Grand Lodge 
was formally adjourned accordingly.

We, your Committee on State of the Order, beg to report that we 
have carefully considered the report on Pages 5 and 6 of the Grand 
Master’s Report, and heartily concur with his report. With reference 
to the appointments of District Deputy Grand Masters, we suggest 
a more careful selection by the District in their recommendation to 
the Grand Master. With reference to the District Deputy Grand 
Master’s Jewel as referred to by the Grand Master, we would recom¬ 
mend that this be left entirely to Districts. 

CHARTERS 

We note with regret that there have been three charters re¬ 
claimed during the year, namely: Taber Lodge No. 25, Taber; Little 
Bow Lodge No. 51, Carmangay; and Innisfail Lodge No. 6, Innisfail, 
and we concur with the Grand Master in his action. We also ap¬ 
prove the action of the Grand Master with respect to Airdrie Lodge 
No. 34, Airdrie, and Didsbury Lodge No. 18, Didsbury. 

REBEKAH BRANCH 

We are pleased to note the close co-operation which has existed 
between the officers of the Rebekah Assembly and the Grand Master, 
but we also regret that it was necessary to lift one charter, namely:

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FRATERNAL PUBLICATIONS 

We strongly recommend that the report of the Grand Master on 
this subject be carried out by the membership, and that the support 
of the Jurisdiction at large be given to “The Alberta Odd Fellow”. 

VISITATIONS 

We note with pleasure that the visits made by our Grand Officers 
and commend them very highly for the services rendered to the var¬ 
ious Lodges. We note that 91 visits were made and we strongly 
urge that the incoming Grand Officers continue these visitations, es¬ 
pecially with the weaker Lodges. 

DISTRICT MEETINGS 

We recommend that the District Deputy Grand Master have full 
charge of the District Meetings; that he prepare his own program;

The accompanying by-laws, being those of Provincial Lodge No. 
200, were presented, reading: 

PREAMBLE 

Instituted by authority of the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the In¬ 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows and to be known by the name and 
number of Provincial Lodge No. 200, under the Jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of Alberta, the primary object of this Grand Jurisdic¬ 
tional Lodge is to make provision whereby members of other Sub¬ 
ordinate Lodges which shall become defunct, shall be enabled to 
maintain contact with the Order and preserve continuity of member¬ 
ship, for the time being, during the period that they are determining 
noon applying for affiliation with a Subordinate Lodge most con¬ 
venient to their respective places of residence. It is not the inten¬ 
tion that such members shall remain members of this Lodge for a 
prolonged period, much less indefinitely. To do so would be to fore¬ 
go the chief benefit of the grand principles of the Order, that of 
fraternizing with fellow members of a Lodge in which the full rights 
and privileges of membership would oe theirs. 

MEMBERSHIP 

1 When the Charter of another Subordinate Lodge of the Grand 
Jurisdiction of Alberta shall be reclaimed, forfeited or surrendered, 
the unsuspended members thereof shall immediately become and be 
members of this Provincial Lodge No. 200 and the status of each of 
such members in this Lodge at the time of becoming a member 
hereof shall be his respective status as it was in his said other Sub¬ 
ordinate Lodge at the time of such reclamation, forfeiture or surren¬ 
der It is further provided that the unsuspended members of Lodges 
which became defunct prior to the formation of this Lodge shall be 
eligible for reinstatement in this Lodge, for such sum as shal* be 
deemed reasonable in each case. 

TERMS 

2. The regular terms of this Lodge shall be annual, commencing 
with the first day of July in each year. 
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! MEETINGS 

3. A regular meeting of this Lodge shall be held on the first 
Wednesday of each month, excepting the months of July and August, 
in the Odd Fellows Temple, Calgary, at the hour of 8 o’clock p.m. 
A special meeting may be called by che Noble Grand at any time he 
shall deem such to be necessary and advisable. 

DEGREES 

4. The Lodge shall have power and authority to confer or ar¬ 
range to have conferred a Degree or Degrees on any of its members 
who shall not have attained the Degree of Truth. The fee, which 
shall be paid in advance, shall be Two Dollars ($2.00) for each Degree 
so conferred. 


FEES FOR CARDS 

5. The fee for any of the several Cards or Certificates shall be 
the respective minimum set by Grand Lodge in its Constitution or in 
the Constitution for Subordinate Lodges. 

DUES 


6. Dues shall be Two Dollars ($2.00) per year and shall become 
due and payable on the First day of January, April, July and October 
in each year. Provided, however, that dues of Brothers who are 
members ex-officio of this Lodge or become members by appointment 
by the Grand Lodge shall be paid by the Grand Lodge if so desired by 
the said members. 

FUNDS 

7 The Lodge shall have a General Fund, into which shall be 
credited all receipts and from which all disbursements shall be made. 

BENEFITS 


8. This Lodge shall not be required to pay any pecuniary bene- 
fits* provided that in the event of the death of a member of the Lodge 
the’facts of the case shall be referred to the Trustees of the Home 
Fund for consideration with respect to the paying of Funeral Ex¬ 
penses, or the making of grants to a widow or orphan or orphans. 

Resolution 7, moved by Brother O. S. Martin, P.G.M., seconded by 

Brother W. T. Gill, was carried: 

That the by-laws of Provincial Lodge No. 200 as just read, be 
approved. 

The following letter from “The Alberta Odd Fellow” was sub¬ 
mitted by the publisher, Brother W. J. duntingford, P.G.P.. 

“ Annin it is my pleasure to offer for your acceptance the usual 
bound copy of The Alberta Odd Fellow issued durmg 19o9, for inclu¬ 
sion in the Grand Lodge library. 

“Mi<rht I respectfully point out that the expense of publishing 
this official Journal of our P Order in this jurisdiction, is becoming m- 
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creasingly more difficult as time goes on, owing to the unnatural in¬ 
crease in costs of paper and production caused by the effects of the 
war, taxation, etc. 

“In this regard, may I respectfully ask the consideration of your 
Giand Body fcr a renewal of the annual grant, which favor was ex¬ 
tended in this connection for a period of years some time ago.”

Resolution 4 was then placed before the Grand Body for action and 
was carried unanimously, whereby Article 45, Constitution of 
Grand Lodge, was amended to read: 

The Grand Master at each Annual Session shall appoint from 
among the members present the following Sessional Committees: 

1. Committee on Credentials. 

2. Committee on Petitions. 

3. Committee on Insurance. 

4. Committee on Rebekah Lodges. 

5. Committee on Necrology. 

6. Committee on Mileage and Per Diem. 

Report 6, from the Committee on Legislation, was adopted: 

We your Committee on Legislation, beg to report that we have 
carefully considered proposed motion seeking to amend Section 47, 
Grand Lodge Constitution, and we beg to amend the same by striking 
out the words “Vacancies shall be filled each year as they occur” in 
the 8th and 9th lines and substituting the words "Each succeeding 
year elections to the Committee shall be for three years, except in 
the case where a member of the Committee resigns ; so that when 
amended the said section will read: 
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47. Committees on Distribution, on Laws ox Subordinate Lodges, 
on Mileage and Per Diem, and on Widows’ and Orphans’ Allowances, 
respectively, shall be composed of three members each; and all 
standing and sessional committees shall be composed of five members 
each, provided that in the case of the Committee on Finance, one 
member shall be elected for three years, two members for two years, 
and two members for one year. Each succeeding year elections to 
the Committee shall be for three years, except in the case where a 
member of the Committee resigns. The first-named member of each 
Committee shall be chairman unless otherwise determined by the 
Committee. 

It is further provided hereby that the personnel of the Commit¬ 
tees hereinafter named in groups, respectively fa;, (b), (c) and (d) 
shall be one and the same, provided that reports shall be submitted as 
of the individual Committee as severally enumerated in preceding 
Articles of this Constitution, the said groups being (a) Committees 
on Distribution and on Credentials; (bl Committees on Petitions and 
on Appeals and Grievances; (c) Committees on Insurance and on Fi¬ 
nance; (d) Committees on Rebekah Lodges and on Necrology. 

Signed by the Committee. 

Resolution 5 was then placed before the Grand Lodge for action and 
after considerable discussion the following was proposed and 
carried; 

Resolution 8, moved by Brother A. R. Dauncey, P.G.P., seconded by 
Brother O. S. Martin, P.G.M.: 

That Resolution 5 be laid on the table until the next Annual 
Session of Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Lodge recessed when it was announced that a delega¬ 
tion of visitors desired to pay a fraternal visit. Major R. W. Kel- 
lcugh, Department Commander, Patriarchs Militant, of Alberta, es¬ 
corted and introduced a number of ladies of the Ladies Auxiliary to 
Canton Calgary No. 2, Patriarchs Militant. Each lady was pre¬ 
sented with a rose, gift of the Grand Master. Lady Henderson, 
President of the Auxiliary, conveyed greetings to the Grand Body, 
after which the ladies retired. Grand Lodge resumed regular busi¬ 
ness. 

Report 7, from the Committee on Legislation was received and by 
motion of Brother R. Stabback and Brother A. W. Sheffield, was 
tabled: 

We, your Committee on Legislation, beg to report that we have 
carefully considered proposed amendment to Section 66, Grand Lodge 
Constitution, and we are of the opinion that this amendment will not 
be to the best interests of this Jurisdiction; we therefore beg to re¬ 
commend that no action be taken. 

Signed by the Committee. 

Brother A. Young moved, seconded by Brother A. Heald, that 
Resolution 7 be amended by striking out the word “second” and the 
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word “June” and inserting 1 in lieu thereof, respectively, the word 
“third” and the word “March”. 

Brother R. B. Morden, P.G.M., moved, seconded by Brother 
George Sentance, that the amended nroposed by Brother A. Young be 
amended by striking out the word “March” and inserting in lieu 
thereof the word “June”. Brother Morden’s proposed amendment of 
the amendment was not adopted. 

Brother Young’s proposed amendment was adopted. 

The question recurring on Resolution 7 as amended, it was moved 
by Brother A. C. Woodard, P.G.P., seconded by Brother S. Sanford, 
and carried that the question be indefinitely postponed. 

It was moved by Brother A. W. Sheffield, seconded by Brother 
George Sentance, that installation of officers be held at once. It 
was moved by Brother O. S. Martin, P.G.P., seconded by Brother PI. 
Lewis, that the words “at once” be struck out and the words “at 
close of Session” be substituted therefor. The amendment was car¬ 
ried: and the question recurring on the motion as amended, it was 
adopted. 

Report 8, from the Committee on Legislation, was adopted: 

We, your Committee on Legislation, beg to report that we have 
carefully considered the motion submitted by Brother A. D. Camp¬ 
bell, P.G.M., and find the same to be in order, and recommend that 
Section 30, Subordinate Lodge Constitution, be amended by striking 
out the words "to examine each candidate for a Degree in the secret 
work of the preceding Degree”, in the 15th and 16th lines, so that 
when amended the said section will read: 

30. It shall be the duty of the Acting Past Grand to attend 
regularly the meetings of the Lodge; to deliver the Past Grand'3 
charge at initiation, or to have the same delivered by a Past Grand 
or Noble Grand; to register in a book kept for that purpose the name 
and address of the place of residence of each widow receiving benefits 
from the funds of the Lodge, and the name, age and address of the 
place of residence of each orphan receiving benefits from the 
funds of the Lodge; to watch over the /elfare and interests of each 
such widow or orphan; to visit each such widow or orphan, if residing 
in, or within three miles of, the town or city in which the Lodge be 
located, at least once each quarter and more frequently if necessary; 
to report to the Lodge upon the condition of each such widow or 
orphan whenever occasion arises; to perform all other duties pertain¬ 
ing to his office. 

Signed by the Committee. 

The question recurring on the adoption of Article 30, Constitution 
for Subordinate Lodges as proposed in Report 3, it was adopted. 

Article 96B, Constitution of Grand Lodge, having been referred 
to the Committee on Legislation for redrafting, the Committee pre¬ 
sented the following, namely: 
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Report 9, from the Committee on Legislation, was adopted: 

We, your Committee on Legislation, beg to move that Section 
96B, Grand Lodge Constitution, be amended by striking out the words 
“in good standing” as they appear m the second line; so that when 
amended the said section will read: 

96B. When two or more Subordinate Lodges shall become con¬ 
solidated, all the members in each of the said Lodges, shall thereupon 
become members of such consolidated Lodge which shall have juris¬ 
diction also over all suspended members of each of the said Lodges 
and over all Cards and Certificates which shall have been issued by 
each of the said Lodges and which 3hail be unexpired at the date of 
said consolidation. All the funds, property and record books belong¬ 
ing to each of the said Lodges shall belong and shall be handed over 
to the said consolidated Lodge; and all the charge books belonging to 
each of the said Lodges, shall be turned over to the Grand Lodge of 
Alberta, except that if the said consolidated Lodge shall be granted 
the same name and number as any of the original Lodges joining in 
the consolidation, then all the charge books which shall have belonged 
to the original Lodge which had such name and number, shall belong 
to and shall be turned over to said consolidated Lodge.

The question recurring on the adoption of Article 96B, Constitu¬ 
tion of Grand Lodge, as amended, it was adopted. 

Report 10, from the Committee on Judiciary, was adopted: 

We, your Committee on Judiciary, to whom was referred the 
question submitted by Mountain View Lodge No. 4, namely, “Is it 
permissible to hold open air initiation?”, answer “Yes”. Reference: 
Code of General Laws, Section 813 and 8 ISA, provided a dispensation 
is first received from the Grand Master.

Rackham, namely, “Has Grand Lodge the legal right to deny the 
elected Representative of a Subordinate Lodge the privileges of Grand 
Lodge while still recognizing their charter?”, beg to answer “res”. 
Reference: Articles 2i and 3, Grand Lodge Constitution.

We, your Committee on Judiciary, beg to report that we have 
carefully considered question submitted by Brother Alf. Brown, 
P.G.M., namely, “In a Subordinate Lodge that pays weekly sick bene¬ 
fits, a Brother eligible to said sick benefits sends in a medical certifi¬ 
cate that he was sick from January 1st to January 17th, 1940. Is 
he eligible for the three days or the two weeks for sick benefits?”, 
and we would say “No”. Reference: Construction (h) Section 6, 
Code of General Laws; also Article 106, Subordinate Lodge Constitu¬ 
tion, Journal of Proceedings of 1934, Report 44, Page 1134, Resolution 
16, Page 1134.

We, your Committee on Appeals and Grievances, to whom was 
referred the appeal of Edmonton Lodge No. 30, against the decision 
of the Grand Master in regard to Sick Benefits due on account of the 
sickness of Brother H. B. Speer, of that Lodge, and who is now de¬ 
ceased, beg to report as follows: 

We have given the matter very careful consideration and perused 
very minutely the correspondence submitted to us. We would point 
out that this appeal has not been filed in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of the Grand Lodge Constitution and the fact that the appeal 
has been considered by your Committee, notwithstanding this defect 
in its presentation, should not be construed as a guarantee that any 
future appeals similarly presented will receive the consideration of 
the Grand Lodge. 

From the evidence submitted to us, it would seem that Edmon¬ 
ton Lodge No. 30 acknowledge their indebtedness on account of Sick 
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Benefits in this particular case, the only question involved being the 
manner in which the amount of the Benefits payable under this claim 
should be disbursed, that is, whether payment should be made to the 
legal heir or heirs of the deceased Brother or the amount revert to 
the General Fund of the Lodge. 

The Grand Master ruled that all Sick Benefits due, with the ex¬ 
ception of that covering the last week be paid into the estate of the 
late Brother and that the Sick Benefits for the last week revert to 
the Lodge funds. It is this decision of the Grand Master that the 
Lodge has appealed against. 

As the Grand Master’s decision has been considered by the Com¬ 
mittee on Judiciary, we deemed it advisable to confer with such Com¬ 
mittee in order to ascertain the legal aspect of the correctness of 
the decision, and after a very frank ar.d full discussion, it seemed to 
be the unanimous opinion of both Committees that the Sick Benefits 
due on account of the sickness previously referred to be paid to the 
legal heir or heir3 of the late Brother Speer as defined in the last will 
and testament of such Brother. 

As such opinion is in almost complete agreement with the de¬ 
cision of the Grand Master we would recommend that the appeal of 
Edmonton Lodge No. 30 be dismissed.

From a comparison of the amount of Mileage and Per Diem 
costs, on the occasion of our last meeting in Lethbridge, it appears 
that this item is about $300.00 greater than for a Session held in 
Calgary. We have no record of a meeting of the Grand Lodge hav¬ 
ing been held in Banff, so no similar comparison is possible, but in 
the opinion of your Committee it would be as great as Lethbridge. 

Your Committee makes no recommendation to the Grand Lodge 
as to where the 1941 Session be held, but gives the above information 
for your guidance when these invitations are being considered.

Lodge, $30 00. and for a Rebekah Lodge, $10.00; and from the pio- 
ceeds of the sale of supplies to the Lodges.

Notice of appointment to this Committee was not received in suf¬ 
ficient time to permit of a full consideration of the matters contained 
in this reference, nor to submit a full and comprehensive report 
thereon for presentation to this Session of the Grand Lodge. 

Some preliminary examination has been given to the accounts 
and funds of the Grand Lodge and there are a number of items which 
may require attention if the intent of the reference is to be attained. 
One item of major importance seems to be the key on which all other 
action will depend and in order that your Committee may have some 
indication of the wishes of the Grand Lodge in this matter, we are 
presenting a resolution for your consideration, the discussion and 
resultant action of which will serve as a guide in future studies of the 
finances of the Grand Lodge.

INFORMATION RELATIVE TO THE WORK OF THE 
EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION, I.O.O.F. 

“381 borrowers in 47 jurisdictions have received 1,029 advance¬ 
ments of money totalling $134,900.00 from the funds of the Founda¬ 
tion. 127 of this number have paid their accounts in full. 88 are in 
school and 166 are liquidating accounts. 

“Donations made to the Trust Account from September 20, 1927, 
to February 1, 1940, total $101,963.93. Borrowers have paid back a 
total of $59,736.00, which has made available for loans $161,699.98. 
$75,164.00 is outstanding on loans, leaving available cash on hand 
at the present time of $26,799.98. 

“Of cash on hand $15,965.00 is needed to fulfil contracts already 
made with students. This leaves available for new loans $10,934.98. 
Three files calling for $780.00 as total, are in the hands of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee at present. 32 applications are on file. 24 of these 
at least will prove worthy and eligible cases, needing at least 
$9,600.00, leaving available very little cash for the consideration of 
the many new cases which will, no doubt, be filed between now and 
September 1, 1940. Collections average about $1,200.00 per month 
so that from this source approximately $8,000.00 will be realized by 
September 1, 1940. According to the law of averages at least 100 
applications will be filed in that period. 

“Those who have completed their 'ourses are classified as follows, 
according to occupation: 

“31 stenographers and secretaries; 21 in business administration; 
31 doctors, dentists, osteopaths, etc.; 20 engineers, electrical, mechan¬ 
ical, mining, etc.; 14 nurses; 30 lawyers, ministers, librarians, journ¬ 
alists; 134 teachers, grade school, high school and college, teachers 
of art, music, domestic science, physical training, etc.; 11 are photo¬ 
graphers, designers, welders, etc.; 15 failed to complete their courses. 
The last class gives the greatest trouble in connection with collec¬ 
tions.

Grand Treasurer’s Report in its entirely respecting the General 
Fund. 

beg to report that we have given consideration to the items con¬ 
tained in these references and report as follows: 

We note that Mr. William Ireland, Chartered Accountant, has 
audited the books of account of the Grand Secretary and the Grand 
Treasurer and has presented his report on the various funds of the 
Grand Lodge. He has verified the bank balances and checked the 
securities of the various funds. His certificate of audit accompanies 
the reports and he advises that he has found the accounts and funds 
in order and that all required information has been supplied him by 
the Grand Secretary and the Grand Treasurer. 

The Comparative Statement of expenditures on page 69 of the 
Officers’ Reports shows that as compared with the appropriations 
authorized by the Grand Lodge at its last Session there has been a 
small overexpenditure in six items and underexpenditures in six other 
items. The total of all expenditures is $163.28 less than the author¬ 
ization. Revenue is $395.87 greater than estimated due in the greater 
part to the increase in Per Capita Tax which was passed by the 
Grand Lodge after the adoption of the budget figures and which in¬ 
crease became effective for June 30th returns, as well as for the year 
end figures As a result of these variations from the estimates, the 
excess of expenditure over revenue was considerably less than that 
which was estimated, viz: $983.57. 

The actual deficit in the operation of the General Fund amounts 
to $374.16, the chief item contributing to this condition being the cost 
of Mileage and Per Diem, which is $397.00 greater than for the 1938 
session. We would again remind that losses such as have been ex¬ 
perienced during the last few years, cannot indefinitely continue and 
the time will eventually be reached when there will not be sufficient 
money to allow the Grand Lodge to function, and would recommend 
for the consideration of the Grand Lodge the desirability of increasing 
the Per Capita Tax. 

It is noted that the balance owing by Lodges to the General Fund 
at December 3'lst, 1939, amounts to $4,837.48, as compared with 
$4,584.39 the previous year. Whereas the amount of cash collected 
in 1939 for Per Capita Tax was only $4,102.84, it is apparent that 
some amount owing* on January 1st, 1939, is still unpaid. There is 
also the condition that some Lodges whose Charters have been re¬ 
claimed since January 1st of this year are shown in this list as owing 
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Per Capita Tax and the greater part of these amounts will probably 
become uncollectible. 

As at February 24th, the Grand Secretary reports that 1® Lodges 
are unreported. This is a slight improvement over last year’s report 
when 24 Lodges were similarly reported. Again we would call the 
attention of the Grand Lodge to the necessity of some definite action 
in these cases. 

We note that in accordance with the requirements of the Consti¬ 
tution of the Grand Lodge, the Financial Officers of the Grand Lodge 
have executed satisfactory Fidelity Bonds in favor of the Grand 
Lodge. 

Inventory of Supplies for sale and of office stationery and sup¬ 
plies appears to be kept at a minimum consistent with the efficient 
conduct of the business of this Grand Body. 

It is noted that no depreciation has been written off office furni¬ 
ture and fixtures, or Grand Lodge regalia and jewels. 

We recommend that Mr. William Ireland, C.A., be appointed 
Auditor of the Grand Lodge accounts and funds for the year 1940. 


Later in the Session your Committee will present for your con¬ 
sideration estimates of Revenue and Expenditure for the year 1940 
and for the portion of 1941 preceding the next Session of this Grand 
Body.

WHEREAS, during the 115th Annual Communication of Sov¬ 
ereign Grand Lodge, a Bill (No. 6) to provide relief for Odd Fellows 
who are in the military and naval forces during the present emerg¬ 
ency was enacted, and, 

WHEREAS, such an emergency presently exists in the Grand 
Jurisdiction of Alberta, therefore, 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GRAND LODGE OF ALBERTA: 


(1) No member of the Order while hereafter serving in the mili¬ 
tary, naval or air forces shall be suspended for non-payment of dues 
or lose any right or privilege which he now has. 

(2) In accordance with Article (1) hereof and pertaining partic¬ 
ularly to that part which reads “or lose any right or privilege Which 
he now has”, nothing herein contained 3hall be construed to prevent 
any member from paying dues, if he so desires. 

(3) That to entitle them to honors as Past Officers all officers 
of the Order, whether elective or appointive, shall be excused for 
failure to attend any meeting when such failure is due to their service 
in the military, naval or air forces. 


(4) It is hereby made the duty of Subordinate Lodges to make a 
record on its minutes of each member who may be in the military, 
naval or air forces and to send a copy of such record to the Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge, who shall preserve such record and 
send a copy of the same to the Grand Secretary of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge. Such record shall be in such form as the Grand Sire 
and Grand Secretary shall prescribe, and shall be made upon cards 
prepared by the Grand Secretary of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge and furnished free of charge to Grand Secretaries of 
Grand Lodges, who shall supply them to the Subordinates. Such 
cards shallbe on two colors, white cards for use of Subordinates, and 
buff cards to be sent by Grand Secretaries of Grand Lodges to the 
Grand Secretary of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, who shall arrange 
and preserve them for reference. 
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(5) This article shall remain in force and effect only until the 
time fixed by proclamation of the Grand Sire, and for thirty days 
after the member shall be discharged from the military, naval or air 
forces. 

(6) Whereas in the opinion of this Grand Lodge an emergency 
exists, this law is presently in force and effect.

After addressing the retiring Grand Master with particularly 
'Well chosen and fitting remarks, which brought to the closing minutes 
of the session a very fine spirit of fraternal harmony, Brother Alex. 
D. Campbell, P.G.M., made the presentation of a Past Grand Master’s 
Jewel to Past Grand Master Sorenson, of which the latter, although 
evidently filled with emotion, made appropriate acknowledgment. 

Seven appointees to the office of District Deputy Grand Master 
in their respective districts were installed into the office, the cere¬ 
mony being performed by Brother Alex. D. Campbell, P.G.M.. assisted 
by Brother O. S. Martin, P.G.M., as Marshal, Those installed were:

The Grand Master addressed the Grand Lodge: 

“Officers and Members of this Grand Lodge, permit me at this 
time to speak through this medium to you one and all. At the mo¬ 
ment I do not feel capable of expressing myself extemporaneously, 
due primarily to sentimental reasons. 

“A few moments ago you, as a Grand Lodge, placed in my hand 
the gavel of this Grand Body as an expression of your confidence in 
me to preside as your Grand Master. For this consideration and 
expression of confidence I humbly thank you all and I hope to be able 
to vindicate myself and prove in a small way that the trust that you 
have reposed in me is not or will not be misplaced. 

“The time of passing the gavel is a significant one in the life of 
any organization, not merely because of our regret at the passing of 
a well-tried and well-loved leadership, not even because of the prob¬ 
lem which a new and untried man always presents, but because the 
moment points a wholesome truth—which your new officers will do 
well always to keep in mind—‘That no one man is essential to the 
life of this Grand Lodge’—Odd Fellowship is bigger than any one 
man. I say this ir. all sincerity, yet I cannot let this opportunity 
pass to express the regret which I share with you that Brother Soren¬ 
son’s term has expired. His leadership I have admired, respected 
and gladly followed; and to his faithful, always fine-spirited and often 
self-sacrificing service to Odd Fellowship I bear witness from a full 
heart. 
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"When I at first became associated with Odd Fellowship, never 
had I envisioned that the time would come when I would be able to 
take a place among you and qualify, according to your judgment, 
suitably and capably enough to graduate from the subordinate ranks 
to the place where, in your critical judgment, you considered me quali¬ 
fied to be elected to this important office of trust, as your Grand 
Master. 


"I want to assure you at this time that in accepting the honor 
that I regard it as anything but a minor responsibility—especially in 
view of the fact that our Grand Body is composed of some of the most 
brilliant and capable men in our great Dominion. To accept the 
honor you have conferred on me, as Grand Master, among those who 
have previously graduated with such splendid credit to themselves 
and to you, causes me to hesitate in my deliberations so that I, with 
your support, may conduct the transactions of this Grand Body with¬ 
out reflection, and also uphold the dignity of the office and maintain 
the same measure of respect as that which has been the distinction 
of my predecessors. 

"Our deliberations can be educative, constructive and decorous, 
or they can be the very opposite. On you, as a Grand Lodge, reposes 
considerable of this responsibility, and to you, as your Grand Master, 
I in turn look for guidance and assistance in the harmonious relations 
of this Grand Lodge. If I am able at the conclusion of my term of 
office to claim the honor of having conducted your sessions to the 
entire satisfaction of the majority—I repeat, majority, for I know 
that it is humanly impossible to have cn unanimous decision in all 
matters of debate—I consider I will have graduated nearly to the 
same plane as those who have precsded me; but should I fail in this 
regard I humbly request that your savour your reprimands with just 
a little consideration for my shortcomings, remembering that, ‘To err 
is human; to forgive, divine’. 


"We have entered upon an era where the entire world is m a 
state of chaotic upheaval—democracies v hrch at one time were sym¬ 
pathetic toward our aims and objects have been completely over¬ 
thrown and in their places have been established dictatorships whose 
governments are neither sympathetic to nor observant of the teach¬ 
ings of God or civilized man. Countries in which we at one time 
had flourishing lodges are reduced to rum and our members perse¬ 
cuted and driven from their native lands; and we are powerless to 
assist those who are so oppressed. Here m Canada we must stand 
by the principles of our organizations and assist our legislators m 
bringing about sane and proper legislation for the peoples of the 
world Many of our oppressed members m foreign lands who have 
in their good judgment remembered the teachings of our Saviour on 
the Cross at Calvary when He said, ‘Father forgive them for they 
know not what they do’, have again taken up their burdens and 
moved to other countries in an endeavor to restablish themselves a 
havo now sent an appeal to you and me in our words of distress. We 
must press on and broadcast the teaching ; of Odd Fellowship and re- 
dedicate ourselves to service and relief of distress. 

“With this admonition, Brothers, I ask your ardent support in the 
work^of Odd Fellowship in this Province of ours and elsewhere until 
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we shall again have established our banners in these war-torn coun¬ 
tries and spread the teachings of the Order until all humanity shall 
have learned the true meaning of Friendship, Love and Truth.” 

As no further business appeared, Grand Lodge proceeded to for¬ 
mal closing. The Grand Chaplain offered prayer, after which by di¬ 
rection of the Grand Master, the Deputy Grand Master declared the 
Grand Lodge of Alberta, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, adjourned 
sine die. 



The Grand Master has requested the insertion of the following 
letter, which was addressed by him to the recording secretary of 
Sandstone City Lodge No. 17, Calgary: 

‘‘During the course of the Grand Lodge Sessions a Degree Team 
comprised of members of Sandstone Lodge No. 17 conferred in a very 
commendable and impressive manner, the Initiatory Degree upon two 
candidates. 

“Owing to the fact that the Grand Lodge was called into a night 
session and recessed in order that the Degree as mentioned above 
could be conferred, and immediately the Degree Staff retired again 
went into session, the Grand Lodge inadvertently overlooked the fact 
that recognition and commendation had not been given the endeavors 
of Sandstone City Lodge No 17. 

“The Grand Master at this time vishes to apologize for the omis¬ 
sion and humbly requests that you convey to the Officers and Mem¬ 
bers of your Lodge and Degree Staff the regrets of the Grand Lodge 
for the omission. 

“It is considered that the instruction received by the delegates 
who witnessed the conferring of the Degree in so capable a manner, 
wall be imparted, by them, on their eturn to their own Lodges, into 
their Degree work in a manner in keeping with that exemplified by 
the Degree Staff of Sandstone City Lodge. 
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“Trusting: that Sandstone City Lodge will accept the apologies 
as herein extended, and with every good wish for the continued suc¬ 
cess of your endeavors, I remain

RULES GOVERNING TRAVELLING GAVELS WHICH WERE 
PRESENTED TO THE GRAND LODGE BY THE SUB¬ 
ORDINATE LODGES OF DISTRICT No. 2, AS 
AMENDED BY GRAND LODGE IN 1936. 

1. The Travelling Gavels and Register are the property of the 
Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F., and at each annual session thereof 
shall be turned in by the Subordinate Lodge then holding them for 
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presentation to the incoming Grand Master, who shall in turn present 
them to the incoming District Deputy Grand Master of the District 
in which he holds membership. 

2. In order to transfer custody of the Gavels, at least five 
members of a Subordinate Dodge who are in good • standing must 
visit another Subordinate Dodge at a regular meeting of the lodge 
visited, having first given at least one week’s notice of the in¬ 
tended visit. On the completion of these requirements, the lodge 
visited shall assume custody of the Gavels and arrange for a 
similar visit to another Subordinate Dodge within one month 
thereafter or transfer them as provided for in Rule 5. 

3. On the occasion of all such visitations, all members shall sign 
the register which will accompany the Gavels. 

4. A lodge coming into possession of the Gavels shall, within 
One week thereof, notify the Grand Master and Grand Secretary of 
the fact. 


5. Should the Gavels remain continuously in the custody of any 
Dodge for a period of one month, or should the Grand Master decide 
that the best interests of the Order would be served by so doing, he 
may assume custody of and transfer them to such Dodge as he con¬ 
siders will benefit by their possession. When the Gavels have pass¬ 
ed to every Dodge in a District, the Grand Master shall be notified, 
Sand transfer as above. 

6. The Grand Master shall include in his annual report a state¬ 
ment of the Dodges which have had custody of the Gavels during his 
term of office.
